LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Marquis de 
Galliffet, French ex-Minister of War, in 
phe memoirs which he is publishing se- 
rially, tells, says the Paris correspondent 
of The Times, an anecdote about King 
Edward and Gambetta. 

The then Prince of Wales was dining 
with Gambetta in 1880, and Gen. de Gal- 
Iiffet present. The Prince asked 
why there were no nobles in the Govern- 
ment, 

Gambetta explained that though they 
had territorial titles the nobles had nei- 
ther estates nor influence. They did not 
wish to be employed. They only sulked. 

The Prince then asked why literary 
and commercial celebrities were not en- 
nobled, as in England. 

Gambetta said that this would be im- 
possible for some time to come. He add- 
ed that the only aristocracy in a republic 
was one of merit, which needed no titles. 

His royal highness rejoined: ‘‘ You are 
a real republican, M. Gambetta.” 

Gambetta replied: ‘ Monseigneur, 
think it that you should 
royalist.”

AMBASSADOR WHITE 
RESIGNS HIS POST. 


Resignation to Take Effect’ Nov. 7— 
Speculation as to His Successor 
at Berlin. 


BERLIN, Aug. 5.—United States Ambas- 
sador White mailed his resignation to the 
United States several days ago. 

Mr. White’s resignation may now be in 
the hands of President Roosevelt. The date 
set by the Ambassador for his resignation 
to go into effect Nov. 7. He is now at 
Homburg, where he taking the waters 
and where he probably will remain till the 
end of the month. 

There is much gossip here concerning 
Mr. White's probable successor, and one 
circumstantial stery is that the President 
intends to transfer Ambassador Tower 
from St. Petersburg to Berlin and Minister 
Storer, from Spain to Russia, and to ap- 
point Henry White, Secretary of Embassy 
at London, Minister to Spain. Mr. Tower, 
who has been dissatisfied with St. Peters- 
burg, expressed months ago a wish to be 
transferred to some other post, preferably 
Berlin.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—No information 
has been received at the State Department 
indicating that Ambassador White is to 
resign, but the announcement is not unex- 
pected, as a report was current some time 
ago that he would retire from public life 
upon reaching his seventieth birthday. 

Several names have been mentioned in 
connection with the Berlin Embassy should 
Ambassador White retire, the most promi- 
nent being Dr. David J. Hill, now First 
Assistant Secretary of State, and Bellamy 
Storer, at present Minister to Spain. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 5.—The resignation 
of Ambassador White has been expected 
by his friends in this city for many months, 
particularly the death of his son, 
Frederick D. White of Syracuse, in July, 
1p01. 

Dr. White will be old on 
Nov. 7, and the reason which is assigned 
for his withdrawal from the post which he 
occupies at Berlin is that he wighes to take 
a respite from active work and devote him- 
self to writing. He has completed a book 
on his experiences as a diplomat at Berlin 
and St. Petersburg and constantly en- 
gaged in literary work. He has maintained 
his home on the campus since he left Cor- 
nell University, and it is considered prob- 
able that he will return here to live.

TO RENAME FAMOUS 
GARLAND COLLECTION. 


Proposed by Museum of Art to Drop 
Name of Actual Collector and Sub- 
stitute that of Mr. Morgan. 


When the new wing of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art is opened visitors will find 
in the south gallery on the second floor 
the wonderful collection of porcelains gath- 
ered from every quarter of the earth by the 
late James A. Garland, and so long known 
as the ‘Garland Collection.” When this 
opening takes place, however, there will be 
no “Garland Collection’’ in the Museum. 
It will be the “* Morgan Collection,” being 
named after J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
now owns the collection and has loaned it 
to the Museum. 

Gen. Louis P. Di Cesnola, Director of the 
Museum, has decided that the name Gar- 
land shall not appear officially upon any of 
the famous porcelains. When Mr. Morgan 
returns from Europe Gen. Di Cesnola will 
even ask for permission to remove the 
paper labels from the different objects in 
the collection bearing Mr. Garland’s name. 

“Mr. Garland was a very nice man,” said 
Gen. Di yesterday, “‘and I know 
that at one time he intended to leave the 
collection to the Museum. But he left it 
out of his will, and his action came very 
near causing us to lose the collection.” 

James A. Garland died on July 27, 1900. 
He had been for twenty-five years one of 
the Vice Presidents of the First National 
Bank. During fifteen of those years he had 
spent amount of his time in 
collecting these porcelains: He spent more 
than half a million dollars on them, and 
when he died they were easily worth more 
than $1,000,000, in the opinion of noted art 
collectors. 

Henry J. Duv assisted in mak- 
ing the collection, given a carte 
blanche order to get such rare pieces as he 
desired. Special agents were employed in 
the Orient, and Mr. Garland and Mr. Du- 
veen made many trips to Europe to securep 
particularly rare treasures, 

Mr. Garland also collected tapestries, 
paintings, gold snuffboxes, and other cost- 
ly objects, but the porcelains were ‘his 
pride. Among the special features of this 
collection was the “‘ Red Hawthorn Vase.” 

‘I paid more for that vase,”’ Mr. Garland 
said to Gen. Di Cesnola. “than you 
did for your house in Fifty-seventh Street.” 
And the house in Fifty-seventh Street cost 
$32,000. 

Mr. Garland several years ago deposited 
the collection in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. Gen. Di Cesnola says that Mr. Gar- 
land, in his first will, bequeathed the col- 
lection to the Museum, but that owing to 
certain confusion surrounding the making 


of a second will mention of the collection 
of porcelains was left out. 

It used to grieve Mr. Garland’s heart 
very much that the general public had so 
little appreciation of the rare value of his 
collection. Henry’J. Duveen says that Mr. 
Garland used to say to him very often: 

‘“*“Duveen, you and I know the value of 
these pieces, but how few others do! And 
what a pity it allis!” 

The decision to change the name of this 
collection, known: all over the world as the 
Garland Collection, will, it is thought, ex- 
cite considerable discussion. It is possible 
that Mr. Morgan himself may have some- 
thing to say about it, and that in the event 
of any general protest being made, the 
name may be ‘“ Morgan-Garland Collec- 


tion.” 

The Mrs. Garland, 
two sons—Charles Tuller Garland and 
James A. Garland, Jr., and Mrs. Robert 
Emmet. Mrs. Emmet now owns the great 
collection of gold snuffboxes collected by 
her father. The porcelains were sold early 
this year to the Duveen brothers, and it 
was expected that they would be auctioned 
off in London. J. Pierpont Morgan, how- 
ever, induced the Duveens to part with the 
collection with but a small commission 
upon their purchase price.

Belief that Platt Amendment Pro- 
visions Would Be Violated. 


State Department Regards the Matter 
as One of Great Seriousness—Text 
of Cuban Senate’s Measure. 


Special io The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Adminis- 
tration is watching with great interest the 
progress of legislation im Cuba relating to 
the proposed $35,000,000 loan. Officials of 
the Administration are endeavoringeto de- 
termine whether the issue of such a loan 
would be in violation of the Platt amend- 
ment. The talk in Washington to-day is 
that very likely the United States Govern- 
ment will have to stop the issue of the 
loan, 

It is anticipated that inquiry will settle 
it that Cuba's revenues are not sufficiently 
large to pay the running expenses of the 
Government, meet interest and charges on 
the proposed loan, and make the sinking 
fund provision which the Platt ameriment 
insists upon in case of every Cuban loan. 
If this actually shall be determined the 
United States will have to decide upon a 
way of preventing the loan. 

It is assumed that persuasion, adminis- 
tered diplomatically, would be the first 
means resorted to. Persuasion failing, the 
next thing in order would be a threat of 
intervention. After that would come actual 
intervention, and the opinion has been ex- 
pressed frequently, and seldom questioned, 
that if this country ever sHall go into 
Cuba to enforce a provision of the Platt 
amendment that will mark the end of the 
Cuban Republic. 

The whole matter is looked upon at the 
State Department as one of great serious- 
ness and extreme delicacy. It is feared 
that the Cubans will resent any representa- 
tions this country may feel called upon 
to make, and that there will be sharp con- 
flict over the proposed loan almost from 
the outset. The suggestion is made that 
possibly the Cuban Congress has been ed- 
ucated to the loan idea by certain Amer- 
ican financiers who have looked upon the 
island as an opportunity for investment, but 
who have hesitated until that opportunity 
should bear the marks of comparative 
safety. Cuban bonds would have as their 
security not merely the integrity of a peo- 
ple living on an island of great natural 
wealth, but behind this would be almost 
inevitable annexation by the United States 
and a consequent assumption of Cuba's 
public debt. 

In connection with this discussion of the 
proposed Cuban loan there is a good deal 
said in the way of complaint that the ef- 
forts put forth by Gen, Wood and others 
to improve the sanitary conditions of the 
island are, through neglect by the new 
Government, being rendered of no avail. 
It also is charged that there are indica 
tions of a return of the old Spanish corrup- 
tion, Cubans falling easily into the ways 
of their predecessors. 

The State Department to-day received the 
following cablegram from Minister Squiers: 

Havana, Aug. 4, 1902. 
Secretary of State, Washington: 

The Senate passed the tollowing bill Sat- 
urday night: 

Article I. The Executive is authorized to 
negotiate in the name of the Republic of 
Cuba a loan of $4,000,000 American gold at 
a minimum rate of Issue of 00 per cent. of 
the value ‘thereof, payable in a period not 
exceeding thirty years, and at a maximum 
rate of interest ot 5 per cent, 

Article II. The Republic of Cuba will 
have the right to take up the bonds of this 
loan at any time when interest becomes due 
by either paying in cash their nominal 
value or exchanging for them bonds of 
the other loan which is authorized by this 
same law, at the option of the holder of the 
first bond. 

Article VII. The Executive is authorized 
to guarantee the payment of the principal 
and interest of this loan with the customs 
receipts of the republic. 

Article VIil. To secure the increase of 
national receipts required by this transac- 
tion, the Executive is authorized to pro- 
portionally increase the import dutles.on 
the articles and merchandise enumerated 
in the attached statement, which specifies 
the maximum rates. 

Article LX. The date on which the in- 
crease authorized shall take effect will be 
fixed by the Executive. 

Article X. The Executive shall likewise 
negotiate within a period of cix months 
from date another loan of $35,000,000 Amer- 
ican gold on the same basis of time ,imit, 
rate of issue, and interest as the first loan, 
from which he shall set aside in bonds a 
sum sufficient for taking care of the first 
loan, as provided in Article IL, applying 
the cash to, first) the payment of the in- 
debtedness and obligations legitimately con- 
tracted in benefit of the revolution by the 
corps commander of the liberating army 
after Feb. 24, 1895, and prior to Sept. 10 of 
the same year, and to the payment of the 
indebtedness and obligations which the 
revolutionary Government itself or through 
its legitimate representatives may have 
contracted previously in foreign countries, 
in compliance with the first transitory pro- 
vision of the Constitution, and, second, to 
the payment of the wages of the liberating 
army of Cuba, likewise in compliance with 
the transitory provision cited in the forego- 
ing paragraph, after the rolls of said army 
have been revised and the compensation 
due each member thereof has been decided. 
The sum of $23,000,000 is fixed as maximufn 
for this purpose. 

Article XI. Before the close of the pres- 
ent Legislature, Congress shall vote the re- 
ceipts necessary to guarantee the redemp- 
tion and payment of the interest on this 
loan in compliance with Paragraph 3 of 
Article LIX. of the Constitution and Article 
Il. of the appeudix thereto.

HAVANA, Aug. 5.—The Secretary of the 
House of Representatives said to-day that 
the bill authorizing a loan to aid sugar 
planters had not even been discussed in the 
House. much less passed by that body. 

The Senate to-day passed the bill, which 
had already been discussed and approved 
in part, to empower the Executive to raise 
a loan of $4,000,000. This bill inqjides au- 
thorization to raise within six months an- 
other loan of $35,000,000, to include the first 
loan. 

Some changes in the original draft of the 
bill regarding securities have been made. At 
present the Executive is empowered to 
pledge the customs receipts in general and 
the receipts due from increased duties on 
certain articles in particular as security, 
first for the loan of $4,000,000 andithen for 
the loan of $35,000,000. As a result of this 
change the clause which provided that Con- 
gress shou'd vote special taxes before the 
end of the, present session, to secure the 
second loafi of $35,000,000, is rendered’ un- 
necessary. 

The bill provides that the duties on the 
following articles be raised: 

Coal, 25 per cent.; tallow, 50 per cent.; 
common soap, 150 per cent.; pine timber, 
40 per cent.; chickens, 100 per cent.; canned 
meat, 50 per cent.; fresh meat and mutton, 
50 per cent.; pork, 100 per cent.; salt beef, 
50 per cent.; jerked beef, 50 per cent., and 
100 per cent. if it be found necessary; 
bacon, 100 per cent.; hams, 50 per cent.; 
lard, cheese, condensed milk, and flour, 
100 per cent.; butter, 75 per cent.; codfish, 
100 per cent.; herrings, 50 per cent.; rice, 
eggs, peas, onions, potatoes, and olive oil, 
100 per cent.; coffee, 50 per cent.; maize, 
33 per cent.; shoes, 10 to 17 per cent.; 
wines, 70 per cent.; liquors, 70 per cent.; 
cider, 50 per cent.; beer, 50 per cent.; hats, 
lll 
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60 per cent., and preserved food, 100 per 
cent, 

It is estimated that these increases will 
give a revenue of $520,000 a year. 

A bill similar to the Senate bill was pre- 
sented in the House on Friday and referred 
to a committee, which has not yet reported 
it. The bill is like the Senate bill in that 
it. provides for two separate operations for 
raising money, $5,000,000 at once for agri- 
cultural relief, and $30,000,000 later to pay 
the army. It is claimed that this bill has 
a majority in the House. 

F. G. Pierra, in La Lucha, argues that 
the Senate bill provides for a loan of 
$4.000,000, but merely promises to raise the 
larger loan, no provision for that loan being 
made.

The reports of 1 proposed Cuban loan of 
$35,000,000 did not arouse much interest 
in Wall Street. yesterday. The consensus 
of opinion was that it would be extremely 
difficult to float such securities on the 
terms mentioned, namely, not less than 0 
for bonds bearing five per cent. interest. 

Specialists in bond investments declared 
that the public was very unwilling to buy 
any foreign Government securities except 
of the very highest class. Even British 
loans had been placed at a basis as low 
as 93 per cent., and 9) was therefore a 
pretty high price. Any syndicate that un- 
dertogk to underwrite such an issue would 
want to be sure of a big profit as compen- 
sation for its work, which in this case 
would not be easy. 

Yet it was conceded that the most nat- 
ural place to float such a loan was New 
York City, and that it would be practically 
impossible to place it abroad. ‘ 


CONGRESS MAY CONSIDER 
ANNEXATION OF CUBA. 


Representative Newlands Thinks the 
Matter Will Be Discussed—Sen- 
ator Morgan’s Views. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Representative 
Newlands of Nevada is inclined to believe 
that when the Cuban question comes be- 
fore Congress again there will be serious 
consideration of a proposition looking to 
annexation. He thinks that the progress 
of events in Cuba indicates that nothing 
short of annexation will solve the Cuban 
problem. He would like the proposition to 
take the form of an invitation to Cuba to 
become a part of the United States. He 
says a large element in Cuba is in favor of 
annexation, but fears to advocate it at the 
present time lest it bring about a revolu- 
tion. He said: 

“An invitation from this country to Cuba 
to become a part of the United States is 
absolutely necessary in order to disarm 
any suspicion on her part that she might 
become a military dependency such as 
the Philippines. The best opportunity for 
this Government to demonstrate the ad- 
vantages of annexation to the Cubans Is 
in the serlous problem of land matters. 
The land of Cuba is at present in the hands 
who rule immense estates as 
lords of the manor, and such conditions 
can never exist in a republic without cre- 
ating extreme discontent, with the possibil- 
=" of an uprising among the common peo- 
ple. 
“I think, as many of these estates cre 
about to go into liquidation, it would be 
advantageous for this Government to step 
in and inaugurate a system of a pro- 

rietorship. Equity in land holdings would 

e a great benefaction to the Cuban people, 
for under present conditions the labor on 
these. extensive estates partakes strongly 
of the character of slavery, and we know 
that republican institutions are as antag- 
onistic to slavery as they are to absolutism 
of power. I consider a fair argument in 
support of-the suggestion I have made is 
to be found in the present land laws of Ire- 
land. Some years ago when the landlords 
in Ireland were distressed the English Govy-. 
ernment purchased. their estates: and par* 
celed them off in smajl, holdings among the 
tenants, giving them leases on long time 
at a very low rate of interest. The result 
has been that Ireland » tag is enjoying 
more prosperity than she has in many 
years.’ 

Senator Morgan of Alabama is put down 
as an advocate of Cuban annexation. He is 
quoted as saying: 

“Cuba is as necessary to the United 
States as Ireland is to Great Britain. It 
is unnecessary to refer to the fact that this 
has been recognized since the days of 
Thomas Jefferson. Every far-sighted Amer- 
ican knows to-day, as every far-sighted 
American has recognized in the past, that 
Cuba must eventually become a part of the 
United States. I am inclihed to agree with 
Mr. Newlands that the time has come when 
we should take a decisive step toward Cu- 
ban annexation.” 


CROKER SAYS HE IS OUT 
OF TAMMANY HALL. 


Tells Maurice Untermyer He May Not 
Return to New York for Sev- 
eral Years. 


Maurice Untermyer arrived yesterday on 
the North German Lloyd liner Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse, after a two months’ vaca- 
tion. While in England Mr. Untermyer 
saw Richard Croker, who told him that he 
was out of Tammany Hall. 

‘“‘I met Mr. Croker at Epsom Downs dur- 
ing Derby week,’ said Mr. Untermyer, 
‘and I was with him for two days. During 
his talks with me he expressed himself 
positively as out of politics. ‘I am through 
with New York politics,’ said he. ‘I shall 
not go back to New York this year, per- 


haps not for several years, though it is 
possible that I may go over some time.’ 

‘‘As a reason for remaining out of politi 
cal turmoil Mr. Croker remarked one day 
that he had done enough. ‘I have seen 
all my friends put in good places,’ ie said, 
‘and I don't see huw they can expect me 
to do more now. I have no connection 
whatever with Tammany Hall.’”’

TO ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 


Criticises His Stand in Regard to 
Friar Question.

Bishop Messemer Also Makes Protest 


Before the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Bishop McFaul of the 
diocese of Trenton, who was the father of 
the movement to consolidate the Catholic 
societies of the United States, in an address 
to the American Federation of Catholic 


* Societies to-night made a vigorous reply to 


Archbishop Ireland's defense of the man- 
ner in which the friar and, other Catholic 
questions were being handled in the Philip- 
pines. 

Bishop Messemer of Green Bay, Wis., also 
took up the cause of the Catholic societies 
against Archbishop Ireland in a sermon at 
the Holy. Name Cathedral. 

Bishop McFaul congratulated the Feder- 
ation and other Catholic bodies that had 
agitated the question from their standpoint 
for assuming ‘‘ so determined and courage- 
ous a position during the alarm shown by 
weakekneed Catholics and advocates of par- 
tisanship."’ 

“It has been said,” he continued, ‘ that 
as the friar question was in the hands of 
the Vatican Catholics should have al- 


lowed it te rest there. This is very true, 
and there is certainly no evidence of any- 
thing but confidence in the wisdom of the 
Vatican and just pride in the fact that agi- 
tation helped to bring the question where it 
properly belonged and out of the domain of 
party politics. We are satisfied that if 
such a course had been pursued ail along in 
Philippine affairs the Government would 
now have the islands in much better con- 
dition. 

“The main trouble with some of our peo-

ple is that they smagine all problems can. 


e solved with a few strokes of the pen 
or one or two diplomatic flourishes. It is 
to be hoped that they have profited by 
the lessons of experience, and will know 
better for the future. 

‘“* However this may be, the Federation 
proposes to keep up the agitation and invite 
the assistance of the Catholic press, con- 
fident that a strong intelligent public opin- 
jon is necessary to point out the way and 
aid the Administration in the arduous and 
difficult work demanding attention in our 
new possessions. 

‘*In response to a protest and a petition 
addressed to’ his Excellency the President 
qf the United States, the War Department 
sent the Federatien two letters containing 
information as iv the total number of 
teachers ployed—the number sent from 
this country and the institutions whence 
the teachers came. It was denied therein 
that proselytism was either committed or 
existed in the schools. 

‘* There are according to the records of the 
Filipino teachers 967 American teachers. 
The latter nurfiber includes eighteen or 
nineteen Catholics. In obtaining American 
teachers only about a half dozen Catholic 
institutions were asked to propose candi- 
dates, whereas over 100 non-Catholic col- 
lege teachers’ agencies, &c., furnished the 
balance at the request of the authorities. 
Here discrimination against Catholics is 
evident. 

“The impression has gone abroad that 
America is furnishing educational facilities 
to the Filipinos for the first time, and that 
the people were in a state of dense ignor- 
ance. his is another calumny. The Fill- 
pinos were not civilized and Christianized 
as we’have-conferred ‘blessings upon the In- 
dians of America by rifle bullets, which 
consigned them to quiet habitations be- 
neath the sod. During centuries the friars 
dwelt with the tribes of the Filipinos, and 
it.is to them. that they are indebted for 
whatever they possess of education and 
religion. ey are a chaste and pure peo- 
ple, and were unaware of any of the vices 
ef civilization until American soldiers oecu- 
pied their soil. 

“When the news arrived that the Cath- 
olic churches in the Philippines were dese- 
crated and looted, officers of high rank in 
the army attempted to refute the charges, 
yet the desecration and looting of those 
sacred edifices are now so certain that 
claims for damages to ecclesiastical prop- 
erty will be accepted by the Government. 

“Beports, too, of the frightful spread 
of drunkenness and immorality after the 
occupation of Manila by the American 
Army were vigorously assailed. Is there 
now any one who has the audacity to ques- 
tion their truth? Since then we have all 
heard of the ‘water cure’ and the murder- 
ous orders issued by an American General. 
The p etration of these outrages was un- 
known for a time; they were, however, so 
flagrant that it was impossible te keep 
them from the knowledge of the public. 

‘In econciusion, let ine draw your at- 
tention to the position maintained by the 
federation during the delicate and umpor- 
tant negotiations between the Taft com- 
mission and the Vatican, a position which 
should convince friend and foe alike that 
it cannot be swerved from: its course or 
from the prosecution of its i purposes 
by hostile criticism and that it is conscious 
of the value of silence at critical moments. 
Let it be clearly understood that the fed- 
eration shall keep up peaceful agitation 
until all these problems shall be solved 
in accordaiice with justice. It is its aim to 
protect the interests of Catholics, whether 
at home or abroad, and in effecting this 
by Constitutioaal methods its members do 
not doudt that they are exemplifying their 
loyalty to their Church as well as to the 
flag of the United States.”’ 

Bishop Messmer discussed the duty of 
Catholics from a standpoint gatirely. differ- 
ent than that frem which Archbishop Ire- 
land warned Catholics from embarrassing 
the Roosevelt Administration in its treat- 
ment of the friars in the Philippines. 

Although’ he did not mention the Arch- 
bishop of St. Paul by name, the delegates, 
who half filled the Cathedral, saw at once 
that Bishop Messmer’s utterances were in- 
spired by the warning of Archbishop Ire- 
land to Catholics, and by the criticism 
made by officers of the societies of the 
Archbishop's declaration. 

‘*Pope Leo XIIL.,"’ said Bishop .Messmer 
in his sermon, ‘has advised Catholics to 
interest themselves in Christian citizenship. 
He has urged them to advance the cause 
of Catholicity, and he has also told them 
to, be gooa ~itizens of their different coun- 
tries.’’

The young 
women who acted as lifesavers are the 
Misses Kathine Longe and Blanche Son- 
theimer of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Curkaden, while swimming near the 
Royal Palace Hotel late yesterday after- 
noon, got out in the current and was 
being swept to sea when his cries for help 
attracted the attention of the young 
women, who were bathing not far away. 
Without hesitation they went to his assist- 
ance. Mr. Curkaden had gone down a sec- 
ond time before they reached the spot, 
but when he came again to the surface 
they seized him and managed to keep his 
head above water until help arrived. 

They were all exhausted when brought 
ashore and were sent home in carriages.

Mrs. Chatterton Attributes the Trouble 
to a Too Great Disparity of Age. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Aug. 5.—Mr. 
and Mrs. John F. Baudoine of Larchmont 
have agreed to live apart, and are now 
carrying out the agreement. Mrs, Baudoine 
is now at the home of her mother, Mrs. 
Chatterton, in Larchmont, and Mr. Bau- 
doine is at his own home in Harrison. 

Neither could be seen to-night, but Mrs. 
Chatterton, who is the proprietor of the 
Belvidere Hotel at Larchmont, said her 
daughter and Mr. Baudoine had agreed to 
live apart after numerous quarrels. The 
agreement provided that the wife should 


receive a weekly allowance, the father to 
have the custody of their young son, but 
the mother to be allowed to see him three 
times a week. 

Mr. Baudoine is about forty years of age. 
He was a widower, with three children, 
when, two years ago, he married his present 
wife, who was then about seventeer years 
of age. Mrs. Chatterton said this evening 
that was her opinion that their ages were 
too fdr apart to allow them to have mutual 
tastes, and this led to most of the trouble. 


MISS ALICE HAY’S WISH 
GRANTED BY GOV. JORDAN. 


Commission Issued to Minister Who 
Married Her Parents to Officiate 
at Her Wedding in New 
Hampshire.

CONCORD, N. H., Aug. 5.—Gov. Chester 
B. Jordan and his Executive Council nad an 
agreeable duty to perform to-day in aiding 
and abetting the marriage of Miss Alice 
Hay, daughter of the Secretary of State, 
and William F. Wadsworth, son of Con- 
gressman Wadsworth, of New York. 

It has been Miss Hay's earnest desire 
that the clergyman who officiated at the 
wedding of her father and mother should 
perform the ceremony at her own wedding. 
The reverend gentleman in question, Dr. H. 
C. Hayden, pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church of Cleveland, Ohio, is more 
than willing to oblige his parishioners and 
their child. : 

But the law of the State of New Hamp- 
shire interfered by providing that a legal 
marriage could not be performed in New 
Hampshire by a clergyman from another 
State who had not obtained a commission 
from the Executive Department of the 
State authorizing him to solemnize mar- 
riage in New Hampshire. 

Mr. Hay presented his request that such 


a certificate be issued to Dr. Hayden at to- 
day's meeting of the Governor and council, 
through his old friend and_ former college 
mate at Brown University, Hon. Samuel C. 
Eastman of this city. The commission was 
at once made out, and Dr. Hayden, if noth- 
ing occurs in the meantime, will officiate 
at the ceremony of Sept. 36 at the Fells, 
Secretary Hay's country home, on the shore 
of Lake Sunapee. 


AUTOMOBILE KILLS A BOY. 








Lad on Roller Skates Ran Into Tandem 
—Chauffeur Increased His Speed 
and Disappeared. 


Fred Tailor, a fifteen-year-old colored 
boy, of 219 West Sixty-first Street, was 
run over by an unidentified automobile in 
Central Park last night. He was taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital, where he died at mid- 
night. 

According to the account given to the 
police by R. M. Dollivar of 175 West Sev- 
enty-eighth Street, the boy was coasting 
down the asphalted walk at Seventy-sev- 
enth Street on roller skates. The incline 
is steep and crosses the West Drive. The 
boy. came down the walk, and evidently 
lost control of himself, for he continued 
out on the walk, though a number of wheel- 
men and two automobiles were approach- 
ing. @oming north were five wheelmen, 
two on a tandem machine. 

The tandem struck the boy and knocked 
him down. The boy fell and rolled out on 
the drive in front of an automobile which 
was also going north. The wheels of the 
auto passed over the lad’s body. 

The witness declares that, as soon as 
the accident happened, the chauffeur put 
on speed and continued without stopping to 
see the injuries inflicted by his machine. 
The wheelmen also continued on their way. 

The chauffeur of another automobile 
picked the boy up and summoned Police-

BOSTON’S “JACK THE SLUGGER.”

Four Women Have 
the Head, Always 
Same Manner.

BOSTON,.Aug. 5.—A “ Jack the Slugger,”’ 
whose specialty is striking lone women in 
the back of the head with an iron bar or a 
hatchet, has caused a wave of terror among 
the women of Greater Boston. 

In the past six weeks four women have 
been knocked in the head in Cambridge, 
Brookline, and the Franklin Park district. 
Each case occurred in a residential district, 
in the early part of the evening. Every 
victim was a domestic, the method of 
sault was always the same, and in no case 
was there any attempt at robbery. The vic- 
tims were terribly wounded, and one, Jean- 


nette Marshall, is now dying with a fract- 
ured skull. 

The police of the several districts have 
but the most meagre clue to the man’s 
identity. A well-dressed man was seen 
about the scene before the assault or run- 
ning away just afterward, but that is all 
they have to go by. The absence of at- 
tempt to rob or violate has convinced them 
that they have no ordinary criminal on 
their hands, and leads them to declare 
the man to be a maniac. It is agreed 
among them that the man is a degenerate 
of a “ Jack the Ripper’ type.

OPERATORS PLAN QUIET 
OPENING OF COAL MINES 


Strike Leaders to be Kept in Ig- 
norance as to the Plans. 


Presidents of Fuel-Carrying Railroads 
Meet in This City and Discuss 
Future Movements. 


A conference lasting three hours took 
place yesterday afternoon at 143 Liberty 
Street between the Presidents of the coal- 
carrying roads, at which the situation in 
the coal fields was discussed in all its as- 
pects. President George F. Baer of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad pre- 
sided. Among those who attended the con- 
ference were President Truesdale of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road, President Fowler of the New York, 
Ontario and Western Railroad, and repre- 
sentatives of the Erie Railroad and the 
Delaware an@ Hudson Canal Company. 

When the conference was over it was 
stated that while the situation was dis- 
cussed, no specific action was taken, At 
the office of the New York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad, at Beaver and William 
Streets, a representative of the company 
said that many of the miners were ready 
to return to work, but were afraid to go 
back. 

It was learned that when collieries are 
opened it will be done in an unostentatious 
way. The operators do not want to give 
away their plans to the strike leaders. 

Vice President Loomis of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad is now 
in the mining region looking up the situa- 
tion. He will be back in a few days. This 
week's issue of The Coal Trade Journal 
will have a review of the situation, in 
which it will say among other things: 

‘The managing head of a successful coal 
mining company suggests that after the 


anthracite strike is over it might be ad- 
visable for the anthracite producers to or- 
ganize a Board of Superintendents, em- 
bracing the chief mining officials of all the 
large companies and those of the. principal 
individual operators, in all something over 
thirty members. His idea is to have all 
grievances which are not satisfactorily set- 
tled by the foremen or others in direct 
charge referred to the board by the higher 
officials before the managers or Presidents 
are called upon to pass on the matter, or 
any decision is made by the Superintend- 
ents. If the board after procuring all the 
needed data should by a two-thirds vote 
render a decision against a producer’s 
claims, he would be obliged to concede the 
demands of his men, thus assuring peace 
for the region and not forming, as local 
troubles often do, the nucleus for a general 
strike.”’ 


THREE SCRANTON MINES 
RESUME OPERATIONS. 


Two Wounded Strikers Arrested 
Shenandoah—Militiamen Chased b} 
Mob—Situation Elsewhere. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Aug. 5.—The Dickson 
Colliery of the Delaware and Hudson Rail- 
road Company in Green Ridge resumed 
operations to-day with returned strikers, 
Superintendent Rose says the company has 
been cutting and loading ‘coal at this ‘mine 
tor two weeks. To-day the coal was hoisted 
and sent through the breaker. The com- 
pany will not give out the number of men 
who are working. 

This makes three collieries now in opera- 
tion in this city. The other two afe the 
Oxford, of the People’s Coal Company, and 
the Cayuga, of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western. Superintendent Tobey of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western said 
to-day that his company will start up an- 
other colliery to-morrow. The strikers are 
making no very serigus effort to prevent 
men from working at these collieries.

SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 5.—Proba- 
bly the most important development in the 
Shenandoah region to-day was the arrest 
and commitment to the county jail of two 
wounded Lithuanians who participated in 
the riot of last Wednesday. The arrests 
were attended with considerable show of 
military force, the men being taken into 
custody by constables who were surround- 
ed by a platoon of infantrymen. 

The prisoners are Antony Klimovitz and 
Stanistus Zukowski. Each had been shot 
in the foot during the riot, and was unable 
to walk. They were located in a boarding 
house in the heart of the foreign quarters 
of the town. The Constables feared that 


trouble would ensue if they attempted to 
make the arrest themselves, an upon 
their suggestion Gen. Gobin sent a platoon 
of Company I of the Twelfth*sRegiment to 
protect them. The principal witness, was 
Thomas R. Beddal, a Deputy Sheriff who 
was in the riot. He identified the men, 
and testified to having deliberately shot 
Klimovitz and Zukowski, wounding them 
in the feet. The two men were then held 
in $2,000 bail each, and in default they were 
taken to the jail at Pottsville. 

A workman was shot at Guardville. He 
is James Caparell, an Italian. He had been 
engaged at work which had been forbidden 
by the union, and had been warned several 
times to quit. _ This morning on his wgy 
home he was met on ene road by half a 
dozen unknown men, who began to beat 
him. Caparell ran and as he did so one 
ot the men fired at him. Some of the buck- 
shot hit him in the leg. He managed to 
walk to a physician’s office where the shot 
were extracted from his leg. 

Charged with threatening to kill Peter 
Remus of Buffalo, N. Y., Hartman Breuil, 
a Conl and Lron policeman, of Philadelphia, 
employed at Packer Colliery No. 4 of the 
Lehizh Valley Coal Company, was arrested 
to-night on a warrant sworn out by Remus, 
and was held in $1,000 bail, which was 
furnished. Remus charges that he was 
unwillingly taken to the colliery, and that 
when he wanted to leave he was threatened 
by Breuil. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 5. — Lest 
some of the coal companies might attempt 
to spring a surprise on the strikers and 
start up some of their mines to-day, pick- 
ets were stationed in the vicinity of nearly 
every colliery, but no attempt was made to 
resume operations at any of the mines. At 
Nanticoke four men were arrested charged 
with inciting a riot. It is alleged they in- 
terfered with the deputies in charge of one 
of the mines of the Susquehanna Coal 
Company. The defendants were held in 
$500 bail each for trial at court.

CLARKSBURG, West Va., Aug. 5.—Judge 
Goff to-day began the hearing in the ha- 
beas corpus case in which striking miners 
are concerned. Attorneys for the miners 
raised the point that, as the injunction was 
issued in behalf of the Guarantee Trust 
Company of New York, and that as the 
Clarksburg Fuel Company was not made 
party, there was no violation by the agi- 
tators, as it was the fuel company’s prop- 
erty which they are accused of trespass- 
ing upon. 

he prosecution claimed that it was not 
necegsary to make the Clarksburg Fuel 
Company a party to the suit, as it had 
iven the trust company a mortgage of 

2,590,000, and it practically owned the 
property until it was paid. Immediately 
upon conclusion of argument Judge Goff 
adjourned court till to-morrow morning, 
when he will probably decide this point, 
which will virtually mean a decision of the 
whole case. 


ROANOKE, Wa., Aug. 5.—A special from 
Bluefields says the Federal Court met there 
to-day in Special Term for the trial of a 
number of strikers who are accused of yvio- 
lating the injunction issued by Judge Kel- 
ler, in the case of Castnor, Carran, and 
Bullitt vs. the Caswell Creek Coal and Coke 
Company et al, There have been a num- 
ber of arrests, but none of the leaders or 
officials of the National organization is 
gmong them. 


ATTACKED BY STRIKERS. 


First Act of Violence in Connecticut 
Velvet Weavers’ Strike. 


SOUTH MANCHESTER, Conn., Aug. 5.— 
The first act of violence in connection 
with the strike of the velvet weavers em- 
ployed at the Cheney Brothers mill took 
place to-day. Henry Leister, a non-union 
man, accompanied by a guard, consisting 
of four members of the firm, was attacked 
by 150 strikers as he was on ‘his way to 
work. 

He was knocked down by a large stone, 
and it is reported that he is severely in- 
jured. No one else was injured. 


STRIKE SETTLED IN COURT. 


Agreement Reached Between Officials 
and Employes of Camden Inter-State 
Street Railway Company. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., Aug. 5.—The 
Camden Inter-State Street Railway strike, 
which has been on since Sunday last, was 
declared off to-day, and all the cars on 
the Ohio, Kentucky and West Virginia di- 
visions are being operated to-night on 
schedule time by union crews. 

The company agreed to recognize 
union and restore all men discharged with- 
out cause to their former places. The res- 
toration of men discharged for cause is to 
be left for arbitration, the Governor, one 
member of the Supreme Court, and another 
to be selected to be the arbitrators. . 

The settlement was effected during the 
trial before Judge lallance of the police 
court of two non-union men arrested for 
carrying concealed weapons. Col, Z. T.

YACHT AT BATH BEACH 
MAY BE LOST PELICAN. 


Man Arrested Who Had Been Enter. 
taining Parties on Board and Pro- 
visioning for a Cruise. 


‘The yacht that disappeared from New 
Rochelle two Sundays ago seems to have 
been found at Bath Beach, and the story 
of the find is hidden in an entry in the 
records of the Coney Island Police Court: *>* 

A man giving his name as John W. Wil- 
lard was arraigned there yesterday after- 
noon and held for vagrancy, along with a 
companion named George W. Brenner. 

For several days past—as far back as 
Thursdey at all events—Willard has been 
about Bath Beach and Gravesend Bay with 
an odd-looking cutter, some thirty-eight 
feet over all and 8% feet draught. 

Aboard this cutter Willard has enter- 
tained lavishly and taken parties of men 
and women sailing. He professed to 
making arrangements fgy a cruise to South- 
ern waters, and he wanted companions. He 
had stowed aboard provisions for this. voy- 
age. He seemed a _ well-bred, pleasant 
young fellow, and said he was a member 
of the English Royal Naval Reserves and 
had served as Ensign in the United States 
gy A during tke Spanish war. The name 
of his craft was the Lica, on either side of 
which, as it appeared in brass letters upon 
the stern of the boat, there were spaces— 
forward for two letters, after for one—as if 
the name might once have been the com- 
mon one of Pelican.

THE AMERICAN HEBREW 
LEAGUE ORGANIZED, 


Members Will Not Unite with Any Po- 
litical Organization, but Will Insist 
Upon Recognition of Rights. 


A mass meeting to organize the Ameri- 
can Hebrew League was held last night in 
the Central Palace, 90) to 06 Clinton Street. 
The meeting was attended by over 1,000 
Jewish residents of the east side, who were 
very enthusiastic and cheered the denuncia- 
tion of the actions of the police at the 
funeral of the late Rabbi Joseph, as voiced 
by the speakers. 

Strong resolutions denouncing the police 
in general and Inspector Cross in particu- 
lar were passed, amid great applause. 

Charles Dushkind, a lawyer, was elect- 
ed President of the league; Israel E. Adle- 
man, Vice President; Mornis Weiss, Sec- 
retary, and Louis Levin, Treasurer. Mr, 
Levin promised financial assistance. 

In taking the chair, President Dushkind 
said that the Hebrew-American League 
proposed to be the proper remedy for the 
Jewish people's wrongs. 

“The organization,"’ “will look 
after the civil rights of the Jewish people, 
and we shall demand proper recognition 
for our Jews from those who are in power. 
We shall show that the Jewish vote is as 
good as the German vote, or the Irish vote, 


or the Italian vote. We shall be affillated 
with no party but the one that will recog- 
nize our rights. We have no desire to ex- 
clude ourselves from the greatest of all 
fraternities—American citizens. We shall 
make no effort to discriminate against men 
because they are Gentiles in favor of those 
who belong to our own faith.’’, 

In conclusion Lawyer Dushkind appealed 
to those present to become American citi- 
zens.

MARQUIS DE RUDINI HERE 
ILL WITH APPENDICITIS 


Taken from Steamship Strapped 
to a Stretcher. 


Carriage Ambulance Waited at Pier in 
Response to Wireless Message Sent 
by Dr. Bull, Who Was on Board. 


The Marquis de Rudini, a son of the for- 
mer Premier of Italy, arrived yesterday on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse so ill with 
appendicitis that he had to be carried from 
the steamship strapped to a stretcher. He 
was taken in a carriage ambulance to Dr. 
William T. Bull's private sanitarium at 33 
East Thirty-third Street. The ambulance 
was waiting at the plier when the steamship 
docked, having been summoned by a wire- 
less message sent from the Kaiser to the 
Marconi station at Sagaponack, L. I., and 
telegraphed here. 

The Marquis de Rudini is a member of the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies, and his visit 
here is primarily in connection with his re- 
cent appointment as Special Commissioner 
to the St. Louis Exposition. He intended 
also to make a short visit to Newport. 

Fortunately for the Marquis, who became 
ill whenethe vessel was two days out, two 
of the most eminent surgeons in the coun- 
try, Dr. William T. Bull of this city gnd 
Dr. Roswell Park of Buffalo, who was in 
attendance on President McKinley after he 
was shot, were passengers on the steam- 
ship. The Marquis at once placed himself 
in the hands of Dr. Bull, while Dr. Park 
stood ready to assist. 

The case was diagnosed as appendicitis, 
and the Marquis was made as comfortable 
as possible until his arrival here./ 

“The case is not necessarily serious,” 
said Dr. Bull yesterday, ‘‘and I shall not 
know whether or not an operation will be 
advisable until after he has been examined 
at the sanitarium.” 

The wireless message which summoned 
the ambulance was received at Sagaponack 
when the Kaiser was forty miles past that 
point. Operator Kroncke on the steamship 
called Nantucket at 1:30 this morning, and 
tried unsuccessfully for 2% hours to get 
into communication. Then he tried to get 
Sagaponack, but did not get an answer un- 
til he was forty miles past. 


REBEL WARSHIPS. AT PANAMA. 


United States Cruiser Ranger to Re- 
main There—Two Revolutionary 
Generals Executed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A cablegram 
received at the State Department from 
Panama, dated to-day, conveys the infor- 
mation that there are revolutionary war 
vessels in the bay and that a fierce battle 
has been fought at Agua Dulce, the result 
of which is not yet known. The Govern- 
ment, however, claims the victory. ‘The 
United States cruiser Ranger is in the bay. 

Commander Potter of the Ranger, under 
to-day'’s date, cables as follows: 

‘* Revolutionary vessel off harbor. ‘It is 
considered undesirable to leave. Governor 
adopts other method of search, (for the 
missing Colombian gunboat.)" 


PANAMA, Aug., 5.+Gen. Salazar, Gov- 
érnor of Panama, has received a telegram 
from the Minister of War saying that the 
recent amnesty decree issued by the Presi- 


dent, under which all the Constitutional 
guaraniees were granted to those revolu- 
tionists who surreredered within a speci- 
fied time, has resulted in making a few 
members of the Liberal Party believe in 
the weakness of the Government. 

The revolutionary Generals Antonio Sua- 
rez Lacroix and Juan Vidal, and Col, Ju- 
lian Lecama, who were sentenced to death 
by a court-martial composed of Govern- 
ment representatives, have been executed 
by shooting at Barrigona Camp, between 
Honda and Ambalema. 

Lacroix belonged to one of the oldest 
and richest families of Colombia. He was 
a born fighter, and during the Cuban revo- 
lution he fought for two years with Gen. 
Gomez. Before he was shot he said: 

* Four individuals from Bogota are rc- 
sponsible for the sacrifice of our lives, and 
perhaps for those of many others."’

Husband Does Not Know Why She Took 
Polson, He Says—Her Career at 
New Albany, Ind. 


Relatives of Mrs. Nellie Farrell, who died 
in a private ward of the New York Hos- 
pital on Monday night from the effects of 
mercurial poisoning, were expected to ar- 
rive in this city yesterday from New Al- 
bany, Ind., to take charge of the body. To 
one of the physicians of the hospital Mrs, 
Farrell confessed that she had taken .a 
quantity of bichloride of mercury with 
suicidal intent, but there she stopped. 

Mrs. Farrell, who was only nineteen years 
old, went to the New York Hospital on 
July 26, accompanied by. a young man who, 
it appears, was her husband, She said that 
she was troubled with chronic gastritis. 
She was in great pain, and was immedi- 
ately provided for in the institution. Two 
days later she confessed to having taken 
poison. 

Mrs. Farrell resided with her husband in 
a furnished room at 88 University Place. 
When seen there yesterday he said he had 
married her inOctoberlast. He did not know 
that she had taken poison until he had 
been so informed by the hospital physi- 
cians, and he knew of no reason why she 
should have taken her life. There had 
been no quarrel, he said.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 5.—Nelllie Far- 
rell, who committed suicide in New York, 
was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Thomp- 
son Smith, 1,821 North Second Street, New 
Albany, Ind., and the widow of Oliver Mc- 
Mackin, a well-known harness horseman. 

Her’ real name was Kitty. Four years 
ago, when only fifteen years of age, she 
ran away from her home, had her hair cut 
at a barber’s shop on Spring Street, in New 
Albany, purchased a suit of boy's clothing, 
and went below the city a few miles’ where 
she changed her apparel. She hailed a 
Louisville and Evansville packet which was 
passing, and paid her passage to the last- 
mentioned city. Her sex was not suspected 
until a short time before the boat reached 
Evansville, when she was taken sick. Sev- 
eral kind-hearted women on the boat cared 
for her, and on their arrival had her taken 
to a hospital. Her father was notified, went 
to Evansville, and after much persuasion 
induced her to return home with him, 

At that time she was an active worker in 
one of the churches in the city for one so 
young, and was very popular with her as- 
sociates. 

About two years ago she was married to 
MeMakin. Their married life was not a 
happy one, and there were numerous quar- 
rels on account of McMakin's habits. In 
July last year, McMakin, while intoxicated, 
went to the home of Smith. He threatened 
to kill his daughter, and, assaulted Smith, 
who seized a shotgun and shot him dead. 
Smith was arrested, but was acquitted at 
his preliminary hearing, as he proved he 
had acted in self-defense. 

Mrs. McMakin left her home in New 
Albany last February for New York City, 
leaving her baby with her parents. Arriv- 
ing in New York, she became acquainted 
with Fred Farrell, who is said to be an 
opera singer, and assumed the name of 
Nellie Farrell. Her mother, Mrs. Smith 
does not know whether she was married 
to Farrell or not. Since she arrived in New 
York her parents have received a number 
of letters from her. The last one, two 
weeks ago, recited that she was threatened 
with typhoid fever.

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VAIN DIAMOND SEARCH 


Passenger Weiss Calls Customs 
Examination “ Spite Work.” 


He Blames the American Consul at 


Budapest—One Seizure of Jewelry

the North German Lloyd liner Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse, came down the gang- 
plank yesterday afternoon the eagle eye 
of Special Customs Officer Timothy Dona- 
hue noticed that his pockets were bulging 
out more than those of a well-fitting coat 
should. A brief examination disclosed the 
fact that in nearly every pocket was a lit- 
tle box with Mannheim, Germany, stamped 
on it, and in every box was some article 
of jewelry, all of which Mr. Hirschler had 
omitted to declare. The lot included five 
pearl and diamond scarfpins, 
gold watches, one of which was studded 
with diamonds; a diamond ring, and a small 
package of uncut rubies and diamonds. 
The total value was estimated at about 
$600 or $700. Mr. Hirschler gave his busi- 
ness address as 821 Market Street, San 
Francisco. The jewels were seized. 

The customs authorities also had ad- 
vices that Max Weiss, who is the head of 
the Weiss Jewelry Manufacturing Com- 
pany, !n The Globe-Democrat Building, in 
St. Louis, and who was a passenger on 
the Kaiser yesterday, might have diamonds 
in his baggage. 

As none was declared, the effects of the 
whole Weiss party, which included Mr.

MORE OATS INJUNCTIONS. 


Firm of Waite & Thorburn Suspended 
by Chicago Board of Trade. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Injunctions were se- 
cured to-day from Judge Chytraus by 
Waite, Thorburn & Co., grain commission 
men, against three other Board of Trade 
firms to prevent settlements in the July 
oats deal. President Warren is restrained 
from indorsing down margins to the firms 
who bought July oats of the complainants 
to the extent of $20,000. The Bank of Mon- 
treal is also enjoined from paying over the 
margins. 

To date thirty-four injunctions have been 
issued by Judges Chytraus and Chetlain 
as the outcome of the charge by this 
Board of Trade firm that leading bulls 
were engineering a corner in July oats. 
The action to-day was precipitated by 
earlier action on the part of a Board of 
Trade committee, which ordered settle- 
ments made by a number of unfortunate 
shorts in the July operations. The cases

The firm of Waite & Thorburn was sus- 
pended from the Board of Trade by the 
vote of the Directors at a meeting this 
afternoon. Complaint was made by Harris, 
Gates & Co., that an indebtedness of $36,000 
incurred during the recent corner in corn 
had been wasatiatio’. Mr. Thorburn asked 
the Directors for more time in which to 
make a defense, but the request was: de- 
nied. Concerning the action of the board, 
Mr. Thorburn said: 

“The suspension will make no difference 
in our fight in the courts to prove the il- 
legality of corners. We believe that as a 
result of our action there will never be an- 
other corner attempted on the Chicago 
Board of Trade.”’

FATAL END TO QUARREL

William H. Thorpe Dies in Hospital 
from Injuries Inflicted by Unknown 
Assailant, Who Escaped. 


William H. Thorpe, manager of the Road 
Drivers’ Association’s Club house, died in 
the J. Hood Wright Hospital yesterday 
afternoon after suffering a few hours from 
injuries received from an unknown man 
who, attacked him on a north-bound Ani- 
sterdam Avenue car as the climax of a 
heated argument. The assailant jumped 
from the car and made his escape before 
the other passengers realized what had 
happened. 

Accompanied by his assailant Thorpe 
boarded an Amsterdam Avenue car at Man- 
hattan Street and the avenue.

ine stranger leaped to his feet, and struck

The car was stopped and Thorpe's con- 
dition seemed to be so serious that an ani- 
bulance was summoned from the hospital, 
and the injured man taken there. He was 
found to be suffering from a fracture of 
the nasal bone, shock and fracture at the 
base of the-skull. 

Detectives Mangin and McGinty of the 
West One Hundred and Fifty-second Street 
Station are working on the case, but ata 
late hour yesterday they had not even 
secured a clue nor gained a description of 
the assailant. The injured man was able 
at no time after the assault to give any 
rational account of the affair. 

Thorpe had been in the livery business 
for many years, and had a wide acquaint- 
ance among horsemen.

BORACIC ACID INJURIOUS. 


Dr. John Marshall, a University of Penn- 
sylvania Expert, Tested It on 
His Own System.

FHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—Dr. John 
Marshall, Dean of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and professor of chemistry and 
toxicology, was the principal witness to- 
day in a number of prosecutions before 
Magistrate Stritton of grocery dealers and 
butchers who are alleged to have sold 
adulterated food.

SECRETARY SHAW HEARD 
IN VERMONT CAMPAIGN. 


The Head of the Treasury Deals Prin- 
cipally with the Question of 
the Tariff. 


MANCHESTER, Vt., Aug. 5.—The polit- 
ical campaign in Vermont, which has a 
bolting faction in the Republican Party 
headed by Percival W. Clement, contesting 
against Gen. J. G. McCullough, the regular 
Republican -nominee for Governor, was 
opened here in.Gen. McCullough’s behalf 
to-night. 

The chief speaker was Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, a native of the 
State, and he dealt entirely with National 
questions, Gen. McCullough was presented 
to the audience. 

Secretary Shaw, in the opening, reviewed 
the record of the Democratic Party, saying 
in this connection that the leaders of the 
party always appear to be in search of an 
issue which will appeal to voters and give 
them victory, rather than making an effort 
to formulate a policy under which they 
may be safely intrusted with the affairs 
of the Nation. 

He said that the tariff issue is always 
resorted to by the Democratic Party to 
provide an issue, except in those years 
immediately following an experiment with 
tariff for revenue onty. In those years, he 
said, they had been driven to other issues 
to bridge over the period between the date 
of their experiments and the forgetfulness 
of the American people. He doubted if the 
Democratic Party or any member of it 
would to-day venture to predict what 
would be the paramount issue of the Presi- 
dential campaign. 

Secretary Shaw then referred to the 
Democratic Party’s attitude toward free 
silver and the greenback issues, and con- 
tinuing, said now the Democratic Party 
lays great stress on the trust question. 

Secretary Shaw said he was doubtful if 
any tariff schedule had been devised satis- 
factorily in every particular to any person. 
The Republican Party never attempts to 
defend a tariff schedule, but does defend 
the protective principle. It is probable, he 
said, that many items of the present tariff 
schedule should be modified, but no modi- 
fication could be made that would not still 
leave many items in dispute. Wilson’s bill, 

assed in 1894, was so unsatisfactory that 

resident Cleveland refused to sign it. 

“The question is not whether there are 
inaccuracies, inequalities, or imperfections 
in the present law, but whether it is wise 
to attempt a revision at this time. It is 
idle to suppose that any revision would 
satisfy our opponents, who have no revision 
policy of their own. No policy of legisla- 
tion, no foreign policy, no insular policy, 
no expansion. policy, no Philippine policy, 
is or ever will be devised that will satisfy 
the opposition.” 

In concluding, Mr. Shaw said: ‘‘ Let the 
Republican Party go forward, doing that 
which it believes to be wisest for party and 
people.. When this has been done and no 
concession made to Democratic clamor, the 
people have never failed to vindicate the 
Republican Party, the party of progress.”’

CHICAGO AND MEMPHIS LINE.

A Charter Is Issued for Its Construc- 
tion—St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Railway’s Plans. 


Sphecial to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—The object of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad in se- 
curing control of the Chicago and Eastern 
Ulinois was revealed to-day by the issuing 
of a charter for the construction of the 
Chicago and Memphis Railway. 

This road is to run from Gray's Point, op- 
posite Thebes, across the new Mississippi 
River bridge the Eastern Illinois is build- 
ing in connection with other roads between 
the two points to Rennays, Mo., nine miles 
west, where connection is made with the St. 
Louis, Memphis and Southeastern Railroad, 
which is a part of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco system. In this connecting line 
the St. Louis and San Francisco will have 
the shortest line from Chicago to Memphis, 
Tenn., and Birmingham, Ala., as well as 
a general freight line to Kansas City. 

A charter has also. been filed for a line 
from Hoxié, Mo., to Little Rock, Ark., a 
distance of 125 miles, which will give the 
‘Frisco ’’ a good-line. from Chicago to Lit- 
tle Rock. 

It is said to be the 
“'Frisco’’ people to make a_ truckage 
agreement with the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western Railroad to use the latter’s line 
from Mode, Ill., to St. Louis. 

A report was current to-day that the St. 
Louls and San Francisco is nego‘ ‘ting for 
the lease of the Georgia Central, which 
would give it an outlet from Birmingham, 
Ala., to Brunswick and Savannah, Ga., on 
the Atlantic coast. 


TRAIN EMPLOYES AS SURGEONS. 


The Northwestern Road Will Establish 
School of Instruction of First 
Ald to Injured. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Train employes of 
the Northwestern Road are to receive in- 
struction in medicine and surgery, so that 
they shall be able to set a broken leg and 
bind up the *wounds of the injured, 

W. A. Gardner, General Manager of the 
company, now has the plan under con- 
sideration, and together with Dr. Owen, 
chief surgeon of the company, is arranging 
the details, The purpose of the project is 
to make every crew on the Northwestern 
system competent to give first ald to the 
wounded and injured in wrecks. 

Railway surgeons have estimated that 
fifty to seventy-five per cent. of the deaths 


which now occur from injuries received in 
railway wrecks would not occur provided 
the injured received skillful and intelligent 
aid at once. The value of the theory has 
appealed to the officials of the Northwest- 
ern. . 

Every passenger and freight train will 
carry a medicine chest well stocked with 
all the materials which the physicians and 
surgeons think essential for the purposes. 
The employes who will receive instruction 
as to the best manner of using the supplies 
are engineers, firemen, conductors and 
brakemen.

Important Announcement Made at the 
Colfax Conference. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Ang. 5.—At_ the 
freight rate conference between the rail- 
way presidents and the farmers at Colfax 
to-day, President Mohler of the Oregon 
Railway Navigation Company announced 
that the roads, on or before Aug. 15, would 
give a ten per cent. reduction on wheat 
shipments to the Pacific Coast. 

President Mellen of the Northern Pa- 
cific announced that a ten per cent. reduc- 
tion would be given on wheat shipments 
to the East.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Chinese Minis- 
ter to Japan, says the Tokio correspond- 
ent of The Times, has invoked police 
protection because of the alleged rude- 
ness of some Chinese students who were 
unable to secure admission to Japanese 
military schools without the prescribed 
guarantee. , 

The students urged the Minister to be- 
come security for them, and when he de- 
layed replying they proceeded in a body 
to the legation, expressing the opinion 
that he should resign unless he explained 
the delay satisfactorily. 

The newspapers suspect the Chinese 
Minister of placing fictitious obstacles 
in the way of Chinese education in Ja- 
pan. There are already 600 Chinese stu- 
dents in Japan. Others were going there, 
and it is much regretted that a project 
so promising should encounter difficul- 
ties. 


This is not the'first time that the Chinese 
Minister in Japan has apparently endeav- 
ored to place obstacles in the way of the 


plan by which a large number of Chinese 
are to be educated in that country. 

Soon after the scheme was initiated, the 
Minister was accused of doing everythin 
in his power to thwart it, and even o 
going the length of creating a false im- 
pression in the minds of the Chinese au- 
thorities in order to prevent the success 
of the proposed system. 


OPPOSES ABOLITION OF LIKIN. 


United States Commissioner in China 
Says It Would Prove Disastrous 
to All Nations.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Times says that Unit- 
ed States Tariff Commissioner Sharretts 
recently told the Nanking Viceroy that 
the United States Government would not 
enter int6 the engagements laid down in 
Sir James L. Mackay’'s treaty with ref- 
erence to the abolition of the likin. The 
correspondent says that the Viceroy’s 
unconciliatory attitude in regard to the 
inland navigation question is doubtless 
partly due to this expression of personal 
opinion. 

The Viceroy, in telegraphing to Sheng, 
the Taotai, used Commissioner Shar- 
rett’s statement of opposition to Sir 
James’s proposals. 

The Japanese have asked to be allowed 
to participate in the British negotiations 
in regard to inland navigation. The 
Chinese Commissioners have declined the 
request.

In the course of an address he said the 
Chinese people were ground to the verge 
of penury by the taxation necessary to 
meet the obligations of the central Govern- 
ment, and that individually and unoffi- 
cially he was opposed to the abolition of 
the ficin and the substitution of a surtax.

TROMSOE, Norway, Aug. 5.—In an inter- 
view to-day Evelyn B. Baldwin, the Arctic 
explorer, who artived at Honningsvaag on 
Aug. 1 on board the America, said that the 
alleged trouble between himself and Capt. 
Johannsson of the America was grossly 
exaggerated, 

Mr. Baldwin characterized the reports of 
trouble as a cheap sensation, and said there 
had been no deaths on board the America 
during her trip. 

Reports of a disagreement and even of a 
hand-to-hand encounter between Evelyn 
Briggs Baldwin, the leader of the Zieg- 
ler-Baldwin polar expedition, and Capt.

William Ziegler, the 
financial backer of the expedition, was seen 
at his home in Stamford; but refused to 
discuss these reperts, which appeared in 
dispatches.

GASTRO LEADING 
HIS TROOPS 


Venezuela’s President Conducts 
Campaign in Person. * 


He Has Left Caracas and a Big En- 
gagement with the Revolution- 
ists Is Expected. 


-, 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Aug. 5.—Presi- 
dent Castro of Venezuela left Caracas on 
Sunday to conduct the second and what 
he believes will be the final campaign 
against the revolutionists. He proceeded to 
Charayave and Cua, little places about a 
day and a half from the capital. He had 
with him 3,100 men, and expected to meet 
en route 3,500 more from La Victoria and 
Valencia. : 

The revolutionists under Gen. Luciano 
Mendoza are at San Casimero and those 
under Gen. Matos are at Orituco, Their 
junction is expected momentarily. 

In consequence of the inexplicable delay 
of the revolutionists in advancing, Castro 
has had time to organize new armies, and 
to-day he has nearly as many men as the 
revolutionists. He expects reinforcements 
of 3,000 men from the Andes and Trujillo 
States, commanded by Gen. Baptista. The 
only advantage the revolutionists fave at 
present comes from the fact that they have 
in th@ir ranks the better military leaders. 
The general opinion here is that the result 
is more than problematical. 

Four million cartridges and 10,000 Mauser 
rifles were received by Castro last Satur- 
day. Half of these munitions was deposited 
in Caracas and the other half was sent to 
Maracaibo on a schooner. This distribution 
of munitions of war is taken to be proof 
that if Castro’s forces are beaten in the 
expected engagement and if the President 


can escape he intends to prolong resistance | 


and purposes to transport the headquar- 
ters of the Government to San Cristobal, in 
the extreme Western part of Venezuela, 
where he was born. his apparent de- 
cision of Castro has created a feeling of de- 
pression in commercial and financial cir- 
cles. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Aug. 5.— 
News has reached here from Venezuela 
that Barcelona, in the State of Bermudez, 
is at present being surrounded by revolu- 
tionists, estimated to number 800 men, un- 
der the command of Gen. Platero. They 
demand the surrender of Barcelona. 

The Government soldiers in the towns 
number only 200, and it is not believed 
that they will offer resistance.

Firmin Proclaims Himself President 
and Forms a Ministry—The Machias 
to Stay at Cape Haitien.

He Writes to a London Paper About the 
Accounts of His Recent Illness. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—James McNeill Whis- 
tler, the artist, has written a witty and 
characteristic letter to The Morning Post, 
in which he acknowledges ‘‘ the tender lit- 
tle glow of health induced by reading, as I 
sit here in the morning sun, the flattering 
attention paid me by your gentleman of 
ready wrath and quick biography.” 

“I cannot,”” says Mr. Whistler, “as I 
look at my improving self with daily satis- 
faction, really believe it all. Still, it has 
helped to do me good, and it is with almost 
sorrow that I must beg you, perhaps, to 
put back into its pigeon hole for later on 
this present summary and replace it with 
something preparatory, which, doubtless, 
you have also ready.”’ 

Then, after saying that his picture “‘ The 
Little White Girl’’ was not inspired by 
Swinburne’s poem, which was written in

SHE INHERITS $250,000 


Farmer’s Wife, an Heiress of Senator 
McPherson, Says Money Will 
Make Up for Bad Crops. 


Mrs. Anna W. Low, wife of a farmer of 
Fowlersville, Livingston County, N. Y., has 
just been declared the legal heir to the 
estate left by Senator John R. McPher- 
son of New Jersey, valued at about $250, 
000, in trust*for his surviving heirs. 
Low is a niece of the late Senator. 

When informed of this disposition of the 
estate yesterday morning, in the law office 
of Senator Henry Marshall, at 302 Broad- 
way, Mrs. Low, who was accompanied by 
her husband, took her acquisition of fort- 
une quietly. 

“The season has been very bad for the 
crops,”’ she said, ‘ there's been so much 
rain. This will help out. 

Senator McPherson, as is well known, left 
the bulk of his fortune, valued at more 
than a million, to Yale University. In 1896 
he executed a trust deed for $150,000 (now 
increased by investments to about $250,000) 
for the benefit of his brothers, sister, 
qaughter, or other surviving heirs. 

There were several heirs in direct line 
to this trust fund before Mrs. Low, 
but all had died. Genator McPherson had 
four brothers and a sister. One, James, 
was killed in the civil war, and the others 
died before the Senator. The latter’s wife 


also died, as did a son, Gregory. A daugh- 
ter married Dr. Muir, but dying without 
issue, her husband, under the New Jersey 
law, was not entitled to any share In the 
estate of her father.

The final adjustment of the succession 
to the estate came about through the appli- 
cation of the Union Trust Company of this 
city, which held in trust most of the stocks 
and bonds owned by the Senator, to wind 
eg eg of the property.

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CRUISING YACHTS RACE 


First Run of the N. Y. Y. C. Fleet 
Results in Spirited Sport. 


Light Winds Cause Fluky Contests in 
the Voyage from New London 
to Newport. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 5.—The first run 
of the New York Yacht Club in the annual 
cruise from New London to Newport to- 
day provided pleasing contests for a vast 
number of boats. The forty-mile trip from 
Sarah’s Leuge to the Brenton Reef Light- 
ship was begun in light airs and was fin- 
ished in a good sailing breeze. It was a 
day for the amateurs rather than the pro- 
fessionals, for the best winner of the day, 
the seventy-foot schooner Muriel, was 
sailed by her owner, Charles Smithers, 
beating Demies, the professional of the 
Elmina, in a way that went far to balance 


previous defeats. 

The Yankee, sailed by J. Rogers Max- 
well, Jr., got clear away from the. cele- 
brated ‘“‘ Charlie Barr, who was sailing 
the Mineola. The Weetamoe, sailed by H. 
F. Lippitt, won among the sixties. Many 
other amateur successes could be men- 
tioned. There were no casualties, and the 
only thing that looked like an accident was 
when some schooners got mixed up by the 
tide and want of wind at the start. Then 
the horn of the Quissetta swept over the 
India’s decks, but did no damage. Another 
close call was when the new large schooner 
Ariadne seemed unwilling, in the grip of 
the tide, to answer to the steering of Mr. 
Tams and drifted so close to the stern of 
the Navigator that Mr. Kane called for 
steam ahead on the committee boat, which 
averted some damage. 

In the early morning there was a light 
easterly air moving across the harbor. On 
board the flagship Corona Commodore Led- 
yard gave the signal to get under way at 9 
o clock. The committee steamer Navigator 
then steamed out with the Regatta Com- 
mittee, S. Nicholson Kane, Newbury D. 
Lawton, and Edward H. Wales, on board, 
and after having the stakeboat placed one- 
quarter of a mile east of Sarah's Ledge 
Buoy dropped anchor to wait for the racers 
and cruisers to come out. It was a great 
fleet that issued from the bay. 

At 10:40 o'clock there was a light air 
from the southeast, and the preparatory 
gun was fired. This wind direction prom- 
ised a beat out to round the race rock, 
and then a close haul to Point Judith on 
the course east. At the first starting gun, 
at 10:45 o'clock, the first division crossed, 
and was timed as_ follows: Eclipse, 
10:50:25; Humma, 10:50:56; Alcaborda, 
10:50:38; Eidolon, 10:50:44; Hebe, 10:50:52; 
Sancterer, 10:50:13; Yvette, 10:51:51; Effort, 
10:51:29, and Cleona, 10:51:39; The Milicete, 
Isolt, Altair, Tolowana, Ondawa, Gossoon, 
Mira, and Challenge being timed at 10:52:00. 

At the second signal, at 10:55, the Neola 
eroxssed first, with the Weetamoe just to 
leeward of her; then came the yawl Ca- 
ress, followed by the Eelin. The Yankee 
crossed on the port tack, followed by the 
Senta; then came the Mineola, near the 
east end of the line and on the port tack, 
followed by the Rainbow on the starboard 
tack and the Queen Mab. The Yankee then 
went about ‘to the starboard tack, and 
Rarr had to pay off and go, under her 
stern. The Mineola held on till 10:59, when 
Barr put her into the starboard tack. 
When the yachts were seen again outside 
the Mineola was the last of the three. At 
the third gun the Muriel started ,at 11:01 726; 
Gevalia, 11:01:42; India, 11:02, and Elmine, 
11202. The Amorita, Seneca, Shamrock, 
Quickstep, Katrina, Ingomar, and Quis- 
setta were timed at the handicap gun 11:02. 

The schooners of Class B were sent off at 
11:0, the Corona crossing first, followed by 
George W. Weld’s new schooner Chanti- 
cleer: the Emerald came next, and then 
Francis Skinner’s Constellation, followed by 
the Hildegarde, owned by Edward R. Coic- 
man of Philadelphia. After the yachts 
were started, the Navigator left to follow 
the fleets. The wind was very light. Off 
the Race Rock the order of the leading 
boats seemed in the distance to be Altair, 
Effort, Muriel, Yankee, Rainbow, Elmina, 
and Mineola. At 11:30 the Yankee set a 
larger jibtopsail and lowered her jib. The 
Rainbow followed suit, and then the Yan- 
kee lowered her working foresail and set a 
reaching one. On the Mineola Barr held to 
the same sails and was dragging out more 
to windward than the others. 

At 3:15 the southeast air freshened_and 
the yachts had a perceptible careen. Here 
the Yankee took in her jib topsail and set 
a smaller one, she having the race in hand 
and requiring to take no chances in carry- 
ing sail. For half an hour the wind fresh- 
ened as Point Judith was approaching and 
grew more easterly, so that while the lead- 
ers which cleared Point Judith were able 
to lie their course to the finish, the others 
in the rear were headed off, and some of 
them were seen in the distance going off 
shore on the port tack. The Corona was 
having a long chase after the Muriel, but 
did not go fast enough to close up the mile 
of water between the two boats. 

The Navigator then steamed ahead to 
take times at the finish, and_ dropped 
anchor off the Brenton Reef Lightship to 
make the finish line. The Muriel came to 
her finish like an iceboat, with everything 
flattened.

For Sat- 
urday, when the meeting will close, the 
four races set are the 2:12 class pacing, the 
2:07 class trotting, the 2:12 class for trot- 
ters, to be driven by amateurs to wagon, 
and the 2:10 class for pacers, to be driven 
by amateurs to wagon. 

Through the meeting the Brighton Beach 
plan, under which in all three-in-five heat 
races horses which do not win a heat in 
three are sent to the stable. will rule, the 
onlv exception to this being the Horse Re- 
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view Stakes, which closed under the old 
rule permitting horses to remain in for five 
heats. Another feature of the racing at 
the seaside track which will furnish some- 
thing unusual in light harness sport is em- 
bodied in the races designated as ‘‘ novel- 
ty”’ events. These are limited to three 
heats as follows: Winner of the first and 
second heats retire in turn and cannot start 
again. Third heat ends the race. The horse 
going the fastest mile of the three gets first 
money, winner of second fastest heat sec- 
ond money, winner of slowest heat third 
money, and horse standing next in summary 
to heat winners gets fourth money. 


TENNIS DRAWINGS ANNOUNCED. 


For International Matches at Bay Ridge, 
Which Will Start This Afternoon. 


Drawings were made and the teams of- 
ficially named last night for the interna- 
tional lawn tennis matches that will begin 
this afternoon on the courts of the Cres- 
cent Athletic Club, Eighty-fifth Street and 
the Shore Road, Bay Ridge. Capt. H. W. 
Collins, manager of the English team of 
challengers for the Dwight F. Davis Cup, 
nominated R. F. Doherty and Dr. Joshua 
Pim, both former champions of All-Eng- 
land, for the singles, and the Doherty 
brothers for the doubles. On the American 
side the players nominated are William A. 
Larned, the National champion, in the sin- 
gles; Malcolm D. Whitman, ex-champion, 
for the singles, and Holcombe Ward and 
Dwight F. Davis, National and internation- 
al title holders, in the doubles. 

When the drawings were made for the 
opening singles matches that will begin at 
3:30 this afternoon, Whitman drew Dr. 
Pim, and Larned was left with R. F. Doher- 
ty as his opponent. 

It was learned yesterday that Davis has 
suffered from a severe injury, which in a 
measure will handicap the chances of the 
Americans gaining the victory. While bath- 
ing at Magnolia Beach, Mass., last week 
Davis cut his right foot badly and was 
obliged to use crutches for several days. 
This is the true reason for the change in 


the prying schedule, and the doubles 
match being put over from Thursday until 
Friday, the last day of the competitions. 
Davis was able to walk about the courts 
oe tg but he will not get any practice 
before the match on which so much de- 
pends the holding of the cup in this coun- 
try. It is thought that by resting that 
Davis will be able to go-into the courts 
and play with his accustomed vigor without 
fear of opening ‘his wound. The result of 
Davis's injury has influenced the betting, 
and the Englishmen are now the favorites 
at 5 to 3. 

It was intimated by Capt. Collins that R. 
F. Doherty would play a better game un- 
der the American style of attack than his 
brother, H. L. Doherty, the present holder 
of the All-England title. So far as their 
practice goes both appear to be playing 
ome well. Dr. Pim has got to the top 
of his form and is now in fine trim. He 
again engaged both of the Dohertys yester- 
day and came out with flying colors. From 
the standpoint of the Britons they expect 
to take the two matches from Larned and 
the doubles from Ward and Davis. This 
will give them possession of the cup. 

Whitman gave Larned an abundance of 
hard and fast work during the afternoon. 
Larned’s play was carefully watched by 
the experts and they feel more confident, 
as he seems to be coming into one of his 
brilliant streaks of play and they think 
that he will make a close match of the 
contest to-day. Whitman was superb in 
every stroke, and is fit for the hardest test 
that can be put upon him. The experts 
also profess to believe that the real reason 
for the selection of R. F. Doherty in place

TWO STEAMSHIPS IN 
COLLISION ON LAKE ERIE 


City of Venice Sunk and Three 
Lives Lost. 


The Seguin Ran Smaller Boat Down, 
Although Her Lights Were Burning 
and There Was No Fog. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 5.—As a result 
of a collision on Lake Erie between the 
City of Venice, ore laden, and the steamer 
Seguin, a steel lumber vessel, of Rondeau, 
Canada, last midnight, the former vessel 
was sunk and three lives were lost, while 
several persons were more or less seriously 


injured. 

The drowned were: 
SIMONDSON, PETER, fireman, Brooklyn, N. ¥. 
FLANIGAN, THOMAS, deckhand, Buffalo. 


The injured were: 

WEIR, GEORGE, watchman, residence un- 
known. 

SULLIVAN, JOHN, Chicago; contusion of back; 
will probably die. 

McDOUGAL, J. A., Cheboygan, Mich., engineer 
City of Venice; arm injured and body badly 
bruised. 

HUBECKER, LOUIS, Cheboygan, 
and back badly bruised. 


The cause of the collision is not known. 
There was no fog whatever, and the night 
was fairly clear. The lights of the City 
of Venice were burning brightly. To this 
some of the crew and all of the passengers 
of the Seguin testify, saying they could 
see the lights on the Venice as she was 
sinking. The second mate of the Seguin, 


W. A. Lavigne, who was on watch, refuses 
absolutely to give any information in re- 
gard to the way the accident happened. 

‘The less said about it the better,” was 
the only statement he would make. 

It was shortly after midnight when the 
accident happened. The City of Venice, 
laden with 8,600 tons of ore, was bound to 
Buffalo, while the Seguin was going north 
to Perry Sound from Ogdensburg. On board 
the Seguin all were asleep, save the sec- 
ond mate, W. A. Lavigne, and-the watch- 
man, who was with him in the pilot house. 
The first mate of the Venice, Sullivan, was 
on watch aboard the boat that went down. 

A terrible crash brought both boats al- 
most to a standstill. The Seguin had struck 
the Venice fairly amidships, and plowed 
its way half through the boat. The crew 
and passengers aboard both boats heard a 
tearing of timbers mingled with calls for 
help from those already on deck. 

All those who were sleeping rushed out 
on deck, and there was a fr —_—- panic, 
for a time. The Venice, which had heen 
split almost in two, was sinking rapidly. 
Capt. Broderick of the boat ran on deck in 
his sleeping robes, and immediately called 
to the men to man the lifeboat. The mem- 
bers of the crew who had not been hurt 
rushed to his assistance, and in five min- 
utes they had the boat in the water. Sev- 
eral of the men, fearing that the ship 
would sink before they had an opportunity 
to escape, threw themselves overboard. 
They were later picked up by the lifeboats 
from the Seguin. The City of Venice went 
down in very deep water in less than fif- 
teen minutes after the collision occurred. 
After wr: - by for an hour the Seguin 
headed for Cleveland with the survivors, 
arriving here early to-day. 

The City of Venice was a wooden vessel, 
801 feet long and 42 feet beam. She was 
owned by the McGraw Transportation Com- 
pany of Bay oy, Mich., and valued- at 
about $175,000. he was commanded by 
Capt. Broderick. 

he wa is an iron vessel 207 feet long 
and 34 feet beam. She is owned by J. B. 
Miller of Perry Sound, and commanded by 
Capt. J. B. Sims. First Mate Sullivan of 
the Venice, who is lying in a critical con- 
dition at the Marine Hospitgl, rallied slight- 
ly this afternoon and made a statement re- 
garding the collision: 

‘“‘I was on the night watch,” he said. “ It 
was something after midnight when I first 
Saw another boat ahead. It was still some 
distance away, but I blew the whistle to 
signal the boat. She did not answer. I 
thought that it was strange, but as she was 
some distance away I made no attempt to 
get out of the way. All our lights were 
burning and there was no fog, so I don’t 
see how they could have helped seeing our 
vessel. When the boat was considerably 
closer, I whistled again, but still there was 
no answer. I was then frightened, and 
signaled still another time. I saw that 
we were not seen; at least there was no 
attention paid to our signals, and the boat 
was bearing directly Gown upon us. 

“I then attempted to get out of the way 
and veered the ship diagonally in her 
course, hoping to escape with a slight rub 
the collision that I began to realize was in- 
evitable. She was even nearer than I sup- 
po. however, and going at a fast rate. 

uddenly the bow loomed up high above 
us and there was a sickening crash. Then 
for a moment I scarcely realized what had 
happened. I was thrown from my feet by 
the jar, and the pilot house was crushed 
and piled on top of me. I felt a termble 
pain in my back and chest, and then I was 
swept overboard with the pilot house.’’ 

Sullivan was picked = after being in the 
water a short time. Including the crew and 
passengers there were about twenty-five 
persons on the City of Venice. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Aug. 5.—At 
the bottom of Vineyard Sound fies the 
schooner Senator Grimes of Calais, Me., 
bound for that port from South Amboy, 
N. J., with coal, as the result of a collision 
to-day. AYter the barge Chemung, in tow 
of the tug Scranton, had run into the 
schooner and caused some damage, the 
barge Musconetong, also in tow of the 
Scranton, struck the schooner amidships 
and caused her to sink. The crew of the 
schooner were saved. 

The Senator Grimes was of 124 tons gross 
and was built in 1866. Her crew included 
two sailors and a steward, besides the Cap- 
tain and mate. The steward’s wife also 
was on board. 


CASTELLANE TO PAY CLAIM. 


Will Give Art Dealer Wertheimer 2,000,- 
000f. Demanded—Annual Install- 
ments of 500,000f. 


Lawyer Maurice Untermyer, who re- 
turned from abroad yesterday on the Kais- 
er Wilhelm der Grosse, announced that 
while in Paris he and his brother, Samuel 
Untermyer, had succeeded in effecting a 
settlement of the long-contested suit of 
Ascher Wertheimer, the London art dealer, 
against Count Boni and the Countess de 


Castellane. The Untermyers were counsel 
for Mr. Wertheimer. 

“* By the terms of settlement,’’ Mr. Unten 
myer said, ‘“‘Mr. Wertheimer’s claim, 
which has been in the courts of two coun- 
tries for some time, has been settled for the 
full amount with 4 per cent. interest. The 
Castellanes have undertaken to pay it at 
the rate of 500,000f. a year, and it will 
therefore take four years to settle the full 
claim of 2,000,000f. 

“To secure the payments the American 
courts are to make an order for the in- 
stallments from the income of the estate 
now in the hands of George J. Gould. To 
provide against loss occasioned by the 
death of the Countess de Castellane she 
has furnished Mr. Wertheimer with life in- 
surance policies for 2,000,000f. 

‘All charges impugning the genuineness 
of the goods have been retracted by the 
Castellanes.”’ 


NEW YORKER IN ROLE 
OF BOGUS ARMY OFFICER. 


Edgar N. Coffey Adopts a Novel Plan 
to Get Checks Cashed In 
Oakland, Cal. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 5.— Lieut.” Ed- 
gar N. Coffey of New York has been ar- 
rested in Oakland, charged with passing 
a bogus check on the proprietor of a hotel. 
His arrival at the hotel was preceded by 
a letter from Portland, Oregon, purporting 


to be signed by peerge W. MclIver, Cap- 
tain of the Seventh Infantry, United States 
Army, stating that Coffey was a Second 
Lieutenant of the company, who had been 
sent south on official business, requesting 
that his name and business be kept secret, 
and asking the hotel people to cash a check 
for $125 which had been given him. 

The letter was written on official paper, 
and the ‘“ Lieutenant” brought with ted 
many apparently genuine credentials. The 
check was cashed, but suspicions were 
eroused when a second check was presented 
by Coffey. An investigation was made, and 
hi arrest followed. 

Among his effects were found a great 
number of army official envelopes, large 
quanties of army stationery, many army 
transportation blanks, and a number of 
blank checks. At first he strongly pro- 
tested his innocence, but finally admitted 
that he was not what he claimed to be, 
but asserted that it was his first offense 
against the laws.

Sailing Vessel Picked Up When 
Drifting Helplessly. 


Had an Exceptionally Large Number of 
Passengers Aboard—Captain Jumps 
Overboard When Disaster Comes. 


When the Italian Royal Mail Line steam- 
ship Sardegna reached port yesterday from 
Naples she had in tow a little battered, 
waterlogged, almost dismasted schooner 
which she had picked up when she was fif- 
teen days out, disabled and short of pro- 
visions. On board ‘‘ The Notice of Provi- 
dence, R. I.,”" for so read the name on her 
stern, were fifty-three men and eleven wo- 
men, a large number of people for a sixty- 
three-ton craft. They were all natives of 
Brava, which is one of the Cape Verde 
group of islands, and were bound to join 
the Portuguese colony near Providence, 
R. IL. 

On July 21 the schooner had been struck 
by a squall which carried away several 
spars and spread her planking, and when 
Sighted by the Sardegna, thirteen days 
later, she was drifting helplessly. Ten days 
after the squall struck the Notice her Cap- 
tain, Antonio Ramos, jumped overboard 
and was lost. His men think that he was 
crazed by grief. 

The Notice is only seventy-one feet over 
all, and was built at Gloucester, Mass., 
thirty-five years ago, and is now owned 
by Anton Costa of 34 Link Street, Provi- 
dence, R. I. When the schooner sailed 
from Brava on June 27 there were so many 
passengers aboard that there was no room 
for a cargo, and her hold was split up to 
provide quarters for the voyagers. Two 
pigs, some chickens, and a number of goats 
found room on the crowded vessel. 

Yesterday Mate John F. Pina told the 
story of the voyage. “We sailed from 
Brava on June 27,” he said, “ with sixty- 
five persons aboard, all told. I scarcely 
know which were crew and which passen- 
gers, for everybody took a hand, and some- 
times we had twenty-five men working the 
schooner. 

“We had fine weather for nearly a 
month and were bothered only by the 
cramped quarters. On July 21 a sudden 
northwest squall struck us, carrying away 
the jib and foresail. We had no spare can- 


‘Vas, and as the mainsail alone was not of 


much use, we drifted along for nine days 
with the Gulf Stream. On July 30 the rud- 
der was carried away, and though we fixed 
up a jury rudder, it did not steer well. 

Things were then in rather a bad state. 
That night, when the Captain was on deck, 
I heard him blow a boatswain’s whistle 
which he’ carried, but when I got up on 
deck he was nowhere to be seen, nor was 
he seen afterward. I suppose that his 
troubles seemed to have come so fast that 
he jumped overboard to end them. 

“I could not do much without sails or a 
rudder, so we drifted along until Sunday, 
when the Sardegna hove in sight.” 

Capt. Montana of the Sardegna sent Chief 
Officer Gil di Borgia with two seamen and 
a boat load of provisions to the schooner. 
Then he took her in tow. On her arrival 
at Quarantine the tug E. M. Timmons 
towed her to the Coast Wrecking Com- 
pany's anchorage, off Stapleton. Later she 
was towed up to the Italian Line pier, at 
the foot of West Thirty-fourth Street, in 
charge of the immigration officials. 

As the passengers are classed as immi- 
grants, it is the first time in a number of 
ee that the immigration officials have 

ad to do with a sailing vessel. As the 
passengers originally were bound for Provi- 
dence, an investigation will be made to see 
if it is necessary to land them at Ellis Isl- 
and. They aré bound for Providence, and 
the Notice is one of a number of vessels 
formerly engaged in the Gloucester fish- 
ing trade that make régular trips to and 
from the Cape Verde Islands, bringing 
Portuguese, who engage in the fishing 
trade along the New England coast. 


PROVIDENCE HEARS THE NEWS. 


Relatives of Passengers on the Notice 
Excited by News of the Schoon- 
er’s Eventful Voyage. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Aug. 5.—The Portu- 
guese colony here, which has been anxious- 
ly awaiting the arrival of the schooner 
Notice from Breva, was thrown into a 
great state of excitement to-day when 
news of the schooner's disastrous passage, 
with the loss of Capt. Ramos, reached 
here from New York. The passengers 
aboard the little craft were bound for this 
port, where all have friends and rela- 
tives engaged on the water front and in 
the fishing trade. 

The Notice was purchased a year ago last 
March in Boston by Anton Costa and sent 
around the cape to Providence, where she 
was fitted with accommodations for carry- 
ing passengers. On April 8 she started on 
her first trip for Brava, with twenty pas- 
sengers and a general cargo. 

On her arrival in Brava she engaged in 
the carrying trade between that point and 
the west coast of Africa, but after two 
trips this line of work was abandoned, and 
she resumed passenger traffic. Previous to 
her departure on June 27 from Brava for 
this country on the voyage which so nearly 
resulted in her destruction, the Portuguese 
Government detained her for some time 


under suspicion that she had on board con- 
traband goods, and it was necessary for 
her Captain to ey a bond of $1,500 before 
she was allowed to proceed. 

Capt. Antonio Ramos was known in this 
port, from which he had sailed vessels for 
reveral years. He was twenty-five years 
of age and unmarried. 

It is understood that arrangements are 
mp F made by Agent Antone L. Costa of 
the Notice to have the craft repaired in 
New York and the passengers forwarded 
to their destination.

THE FIGHT IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
The fight 
Pennsylvania

The padded lst 
allows it. 


Here is the point on which effort must 
be concentrated. The secret ballot is of 
no use without an honest registration. 
An honest registration can be had if the 
honest men of the State are determined 
to have it. It cannot be had easily. 
Talking will not get it. It will require 
improved legislation, but that will not 
make it certain. There must be a com- 
pact and energetic organization of able 
and determined men to watch vigilantly 
the entire process of voting and qualify- 
ing to vote from the first to the last mo- 
ment, to detect unlawful acts, and to 
prosecute them before the courts. If a 
sufficient number of districts exposed to 
fraud be selected and well manned, so 
that illegal voting will be too risky for 
profit, public opinion will do the rest. 
The accomplishment of this work is, in 
reality, the test of the fitness of the 
people of Pennsylvania for self-govern- 
ment, for, if they can not or will not 
protect the freedom and fairness and 
purity of the ballot, nothing that they 
can do in any other direction will amount 
to anything. 


PRESIDENT TRUESDALE ON THE 
COAL SITUATION. 


President TruESDALE of the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad, controlling the anthra- 
cite output of the Scranton district, has 
made a public statement from which we 
quote as follows: 


The representatives of this company in 
charge of the coal mining department are, 
and have been, doing everything in their 
power since the strike was declared to pro- 
tect the company’s properties and resume 
operations, and the statement that the 
mining companies have been inactive is far 
from correct. Until quite recently the 
greatest activity has been necessary on 
their part to procure and protect the en- 
gineers, firemen, pumpmen, &c., or men 
absolutely necessary to prevent the de- 
struction of the mines. Since this has been 
accomplished, all efforts have been made 
looking toward the resumption of opera- 
tions, and while it would not be good gen- 
eralship to publicly announce just what has 
been done, I can say that much progress 
has been made, and we hope for results in 
the near future, 


There is a good deal more to the same 
effect. It is a special plea of defense 
against the perfectly well-founded charge 
that the Lackawanna Company, in com- 
mon with other large operators, has 
deliberately trifled with the public in- 
terest and nursed the strike along be- 
cause it did not suit its purposes to 
bring it to an issue. With a gentleman 
of-Mr. TRUESDALE’s standing in the busi- 
ness world, to raise a question of verac- 
ity is always embarrassing; but in the 
present instance we are compelled to do 
so in the interest of abstract truth. 

It is not true that since the strike was 
declared the Lackawanna Company has 
“done everything in its power” to re- 
sume operations. In common with the 
other companies controlling the business 
through the ownership of the principal 
producing collieries and all the outlets, 
it has done practically nothing looking 
to the resumption of mining. 

It is not true that until recently the 
greatest activity of which the Lacka- 
wanna Company is capable has been 
necessary to prevent the destruction of 
the mines and to procure and protect 
the engineers and firemen needed to 
keep them from being flooded. This 
has at no time been a matter of serious 
difficulty. There were plenty of men 
ready for this work, and in no instance 
have the collieries been attacked. In 
point of fact, the flooding of the mines 
was’ never seriously threatened, and we 
venture to say that there has not been 
an hour since the strike began when 
those in charge of the coal-mining oper- 
ations of the Lackawanna Road were in 
doubt as to their ability 
mines dry. 

It is not true that since the ability of 
the company to hire engineers and fire- 
men was established “all efforts have 
been made looking to the resumption of 
operations.” No such effort has been 
made nor contemplated. The company 
has held its hands and confessed its in- 
ability to cope with the situation. Every- 
thing which has emanated from its head- 
quarters has been to the effect that it 
was waiting until the union should aban- 
don the strike and officially declare it 
off. It has not mined a pound of coal 
since the strike began, nor has it se- 
riously tried to do 
have been 


to keep the 


so. Its operations 
and it discredits 
the capacity of the management of its 
coal department to say that an effort 
has been made which has so signally and 
completely failed. 

It is not true that “ the statement that 
the mining companies have been in- 
active is far from correct.” It is abso- 
lutely correct, and the warrant for it is 
founda in the previous statements of Mr. 
TRUESDALE and other coal-road Presi- 
dents as to their intention to do nothing 
until the strike was abandoned and the 
union dissolved. It is also found in the 
facts of the case which are matters of 
general knowledge. As to the position 
of the miners toward the strike, Mr. 
TRUESDALE says: 


The Miners’ Union does not by any means 
embrace or control all the men who can 
legally work in the mines. On the con- 
trary, there are a great many of them to- 
day who are willing and anxious to go to 
work, and who would do so were it not for 
the fear that they and their families would 
sustain bodily injury should they do so, 
While efforts have been made to convince 
these men that they would be protected, it 
takes a good deal of courage on their part 
to start to work, particularly those with 
families. It is perfectly evident this is true 
from the reports in the papers of the last 
few days of men who are going to or from 
their work being stoned and brutally treat- 
ed in many ways. 


The miners anxious to return to work 
have not had an opportunity to do so. 
Beyond the few needed for general labor 
connected with maintenance those ap- 
plying have been told that when needed 
they would be sent for. By refusing 


paralyzed, 


them employment the operators are do- 
ing all in their power to strengthen the 
hands of MITCHELL and his associates in 
the strike management. As to the diffi- 
culties and dangers surrounding those 
who wish to work, Mr. TRUBSDALE says: 
“This company has not appealed to 
the Governor of Pennsylvania to fur- 
nish protection to any of its employés, 
as the local authorities, so far as we are 
concerned, have not refused to give our 
men protection in cases where they have 
been called upon todo so.” This, at 
least, is true. 

Mr. TRUESDALE’s defense of the utterly 
indefensible position and policy of the 
operators is not at all successful. The 
public is not seeking good excuses or 
plausible arguments. It calls upon the 
companies to mine coal. The conviction 
that they can do it if they really want 
to will not be shaken until it can be 
shown that they have honestly tried to 
do so and failed. When it suits them.to 
make this effort it will be entirely suc- 
cessful. 


AUGUST DIVIDEND DISBURSEMENTS. 


The interest and dividend disburse- 
ments scheduled for August represent 
the considerable sum of $61,042,822. For 
the eight months from January to Au- 
gust inclusive the division of earnings in 
interest and dividends represents $629,- 
416,214. The largest disbursements for 
the present year were those of July, 
$139,462,383. August is an “ off’? month, 
in a sense, whereas January, April, July, 
and October are those in which the reg- 
ular quarterly dividend and interest pay- 
ments are commonly made. Comparing 
the amount scheduled for disbursement 
this month with that of August, 1901, we 
find that it shows an increase of more 
than $3,600,000. 

These figures show very clearly the 
wonderful prosperity of the country. Its 
principal, and perhaps only, menace is 
found in the increasing prevalence of la- 
bor disturbances In lines affecting the 
supplies of raw materials for many im- 
portant industries. Under ordinary con- 
ditions this would indicate the beginning 
of reactiorf, and give those inclined to 
base prophecies of the future upon the 
lessons of past experience warrant for 
the prediction that we have passed the 
climax of the great revival and entered 
upon the period of contraction which 
might be expected to end in general de- 
pression, on the theory that action and 
reaction are equal. A more plausible ex- 
planation of the situation is that organ- 
ized labor has lost its head, and finding 
itself confronted with new and formida- 
ble forces as the result of consolidation 
is simply plunging, each important unit 
of the labor movement hoping by extra 
efforts to conquer recognition and to 
avert the disaster which befell the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel, and 
Tinplate ‘Workers and which now threat- 
ens the United Mine Workers. There was 
never a time in the industrial history of 
the United States when labor was as well 
paid as now or had as few real griev- 
ances to be righted by recourse to 
strikes. 


REBUILDING THE CAMPANILE. 


The fall of the bell tower of San Marco 
has pricked a very hornets’ nest of cranks 
who are making suggestions to the Brit- 
ish and American papers that, if listened 
to, would effectually deprive Venice of 
her most important Campanile. There is 
the Italian crank who thinks the honor 
of Italy would suffer if foreigners con- 
tributed to the restoration; there is the 
American crank who finds the Piazza 
none too large as it is, and counsels ac- 
cepting the hint and leaving the site 
vacant; there is the “crank of propor- 
tion ’’ who thinks the Campanile dwarfed 
the Basilica of San Marco and so is bet- 
ter away; and there is the alarmist 
crank who thinks that the whole of Ven- 
ice is shaky and it were labor lost to try 
to replace one part. 

We know new that the tower has been 
in a dangerous condition since 1892, ow- 
ing to faults in its first construction. 
There was nothing mysterious in its col- 
lapse, the surprising thing is that it 
should have stood sco long. The last 
straw was the act of the custodian of the 
loggetta at its base, who cut into the 
wall erected 150 years ago to strengthen 
the bell tower, and then into the original 
wall. Alarmed by the results, he closed 
up the leng cut he had made on a level 
with the the loggetta, but the 
harm was done. The old work had been 
of such materials that the tower sank 
into itself, and so, luckily, did not topple 
over. 

Perhaps the most deleterious crank of 
all is the hyper-aesthetic crank, who 
wishes no Campanile because it will look 
new, even if the architect be found who 
can exactly reproduce the old one in size 
and proportions. Such is a writer in The 
Léndon Globe, who would rather see the 
famous places of the world slowly crum- 
ble than support the idea of fresh 
patches on an antique building or a 
brand-new part of a monument of the 
past. Yet it needs but a moment’s re- 
flection to see that we would have few 
monuments more than a couple of centu- 
ries old if they had not been patched 
from time to time with fresh materials. 

It is true that the Italians have been 
great sinners in the restoration of works 
of art, having shown at times a perfectly 
Dutch fury for making sculpture and 
architecture needing repair so slick and 
new looking that they have ruined for a 
time, and sometimes for all time, the 
painting, the statue, or the building they 
have touched. They have been so often 
taken to task for this, however, that we 
may dismiss the fear that the authorities 
to-day will permit such mistakes to be 
made hereafter. At Milan the greatest 
caution has been shown with regard to 
the “Last Supper,” by LEONARDO DA 
Vincl, instead of turning some one loose 
on it in the old happy-go-lucky way and

ya it forever, so far as the charm 
of the original painting by the master is 
concerned. When they prepare to raise 
the Campaniie again it will be in the 
hands of competent men. 

More beautiful Campaniles than that 
of San Marco exist in many Italian cit- 
ies, but it would be a mistake to attempt 
to improve on the one which has been 
so often shown in paintings, etchings, 
and drawings for centuries past. Archi- 
tecturally it is not in the strictest accord 
with the basilica to which it belongs. It 
would never do, however, to take liber- 
ties with it when rebuilt, even if Italy 
boasts an architect who could be trust- 


ed to make a new design more exactly 


in the style of the domed basilica. Much 
of the stonework of the exterior can be 
used again for the sake of its weather- 
worn surface, and the new material can 
easily be brought into harmony with the 
old. Modern building methods which 
would insure its permanence can be used 
within. The cost of its restoration has 
been exaggerated. According to an 
American who writes to The London 
Times from Venice, the city has voted 
$100,000 and the Savings Bank $30,000. 
The American Consul at Venice has ca- 
bled the thanks of the Mayor to the Na- 
tional Arts Club for opening a contribu- 
tion to the fund and several Americans 
of Italian birth in this city have sent 
substantial sums in aid of the restora- 
tion. We shall probably hear of other 
American and British contributions, pos- 
sibly, also, French and German, for no 
art lovers yield to the latter in their un- 
derstanding and admiration for Venice 
and her monuments. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Without a knowledge of all the cir- 
cumstances—a knowledge only to be ob- 
tained by a favored few—it is distinctly 
unsafe to draw deductions from such an 
episode as the presentation of a cane to 
Senator HANNA by the men employed on 
his street railway in Cleveland. The spon- 
taneity of such gifts is always more or 
less dubious, and the motives which induce 
men to contribute to them are varied and 
complex. As often as not the whole affair 
is engineered by a few self-seeking people, 
the others coming into it after it is started, 
not because of a fervent desire to express 
admiration or esteem, but because the con- 
sequences of refusal would be unpleasant or 
even dangerous. The presentation of this 
cane, however, is only one of many demon- 
strations of a similar sort, all, on the sur- 
face, at least, indicating that Senator 
HANNA has the good will of the men in his 
service, and this evidence, while proving 
little in detail, has much significance as a 
whole, and tends strongly to warrant the 
belief that the relations between the Sena- 
tor and the workingmen whose interests he 
has been able most directly to affect are 
quite the reverse of hostile. The situation 
is curious owing to the fact that for many 
years, and up to a period comparatively re- 
cent, all the orators and newspapers of the 
sort that see a profit in emphasizing the 
antagonisms between labor and capital, and 
all the politiclans who think a considerable 
majority of American citizens like to be 
told that they are ‘ oppressed,” not to 
speak of those who for better reasons have 
vehemently criticised some of the Senator's 
methods, have made him their constant and 
convenient exemplar of the qualities to be 
denounced and repressed. Strangely little 
impression seems to have been made by 
this long-continued obloquy. When Sena- 
tor HANNA makes campaign speeches he is 
everywhere particularly well received, and 
the wage-earners who know him best treat 
him with the most cordiality. This may 
mean that the public likes his faults, or 
that it credits him with having virtues 
more than counterbalancing them. Cer- 
tainly the denunciations of which he has 
been the object have not deprived him of a 
wide popularity. 


—aAttention is called by The, Electrical 
World and Engineer to a unique advantage 
possessed by the syne sada of electri- 
cal appliances and the cémmercia! exploit- 
ers of electrical power. They do not have 
to adapt their products to national tastes or 
racial idiosyncrasies, as do all others who 
engage in business dealings beyond the 
circle of their immediate neighbors. In 
most commerce it is necessary to adapt the 
goods to the market, and what sells well 
in one place often cannot be given away 
elsewhere. The electrician, however, en- 
counters no such difficulties. His wares 
are all new, practically nobody has fixed 
ideas as to how they should be made, and 
the only demand is for efficiency. As The 
Electrical World and Engineer puts it: 
“The same style of lighting plant that does 
for a New York office building suits very 
well in a Korean palace. The same kind of 
trolley car that suits Chicago is good for 
Bangkok or Bombay. Fan motors need no 
‘sea change’ or otherwise to enable them 
to do their work as well in Shanghai as in 
Montreal. The telegraph apparatus used in 
Manila is just as effective in the city of 
Mexico; and the telephone system that 
meets approval in New York will be found 
in Tokio or Paris, in Melbourne or in Lon- 
don.’’ So it is not at all surprising to this 
observer that, despite all the manufactur- 
ing of American electrical apparatus that 
is now done abroad, this year’s exports 
from the United States will amount to nine 
or ten million dollars, and he believes that 
this amount can be doubled within a few 
years by persistent and Intelligent pushing. 
He also notes that ‘ the very principle re- 
ferred to makes easy the immediate intro- 
duction into and utilization by the United 
States of any electrical novelty or new 
principle discovered abroad; and the rest 
of the world is just as keen as we are in 
the pursuit of the numerous new arts wait- 
ing in the near future that will bear an 
electrical name.” 


——That peculiar boyishness which char- 
acterizes the stock broker is illustrated by 
nothing better than by his eagerness on 
any or every excuse or no excuse at all to 
get a holiday. Despite the magnitude of 
his financial operations and the importance 
of the interests dependent on, or at least 
inv solved in, his industry, he no more thinks 
of the commissions he loses by an idle day 
than does the schoolboy of the knowledge 
of which the acquisition is postponed by 
each vacation, short or long. Particularly 
amusing is the decision to close the Stock 
Exchange on Saturday for the reason that 
on that day will, or may, take place the 
coronation of Edward VII.—a ceremony 
than which one more empty of real sig- 
nificance, even in England, could hardly be 
imagined, and with no conceivable bearing 
on purchases and sales of our securities. 
There be those, doubtless, in the remoter 
parts of our large country, who will see in 
this suspension of business another evi- 
dence of New York's Anglomania, of the 
tendency of “the East” to identify itself 
with the joys and sorrows of Great Britai 
and more than one indignant reference<gpr 
this queerest of days off will probably be 
made by perspiring backwoods orators in 
the course of the coming Congressional 
campaign; but all such talk will be merest 
nonsense.

—aAmerican tourists in Mexico give of- 
fense there, it seems, because they devote 
most of their attention. not to the things 
of which the Mexicans are proud, but to 
those which they either regard as of no 
importance or would prefer to have the 
stranger ignore. As put by modern Mexico, 
a paper devoted to increasing trade between 
the United States and the greatest of its 
sister republics, and to making more cor- 
dial the relations between the two peo- 
ples, ‘the traveler for pleasure, looking 
for new scenes and impressions, is quickly 
absorbed when in Mexico in the novel and 
picturesque surroundings that are pre- 
sented on every hand. Ancient churches, 
quaint architecture, high coloring, and the 
picturesque costumes of the lower classes 
are the high lights in every view. Re- 
spectable black-coated men and [Paris- 
bonneted women visitors are accustomed 
to at home every day. Handsome resi- 
dences and office buildings present little 
that is novel, as a rule, and so the rapt- 
ures and the cameras are reserved for the 
humble peon, the tragic attitude of a beg- 
gar, or alleyway of humble cottages.”’ 
Queer as this grievance is, one can under- 
stand it easily enough, and even sympa- 
thize in a measure with the resentment 
which the Mexicans are said to feel when 
their successful efforts to be practical, 
prosperous, and up-to-date are passed with- 
out notice by the very people whom they 
most wish to impress with their progres- 
siveness, and when thg survivals of the 
past are hunted out and made the subject 
of admiring exclamations. It must really 
be trying to the ambitious Mexicans, who 
now have other aspirations than that to 
be picturesque and different from their 
neighbors. The trouble, however, is one 
which time alone will remedy—and it will 
do so all too soon in the estimation of 
enemies of uniformity and the common- 
place. And even in the picturesque there 
is profit, as is well understood in all the 
show places of Europe. It is well for 
Mexico to have factories and street cars 
and steel-framed buildings, but it is also 
well to have old churches and ruins, both 
Spanish and Aztec, and an occasional peas- 
ant in a costume not made at wholesale 
by machinery is by no means a blot on the 
landscape.

THE PRESIDENT’S JOURNEY 


With Mrs. Roosevelt He Leaves on 
the Sylph for Gardiner’s Bay. 


Will Witness the Target Practice of the 
Mayflower’s Crew—lis in Splendid 
Physical Condition. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 5.—President 
Roosevelt was up early this morning, and 
spent the greater part of the day at his 
desk. 

At 4:11 o’clock in the afternoon Mr. and 
Mrs. Roosevelt were taken from the dock 
of J. West Roosevelt's place in the launch 
of the Sylph. The Sylph carries no guns 
that could possibly give a Presidential sa- 
lute, but the commanding officer of the 
Sylph, Capt. W. H. Buck, believes in the 
proprieties, and so he gave the President 
and his wife when they came alongside 
a good, old-fashioned, recognized-all-over- 
the-world salute of three long blasts of the 
whistle. 

The President helped Mrs. Roosevelt from 
the launch and up the companionway. The 
sailors and marines stood at attention. 
After greeting the officers the President 
bowed to the men, and then went with Mrs. 
Roosevelt to the awning over the after- 
deck. The anchor was weighed and the 


Sylph pointed her sharp nose for the Sound, 
bound for Gardiner’s Bay, where to-mor- 
row the men behind the guns of the May- 
flower are to show the Commander in 
Chief of the Navy what they can do in the 
way of shooting. 

The targets to be smashed are 14 by 16 
feet, and the shooting will be at a distance 
of 1,500 yards. There are 12 six-inch guns 
on the Mayflower, and 24 men are to have 
a chance at winning the President's prize 
of $25 in gold. Each man is to be allowed 
two minutes at his gun. The highest rate 
of each gun is 100 shots per minute. It 
takes an expert to discharge with any 
accuracy over 50 shots per minute. 

Those who have not seen tne »sresident 
in some time remark on leaving him that 
he has grown heavier than they thought 
he would become because of his constant 
exercise. His collars when he was in- 
augurated were 16%; to-day he wears a 
174% collar. Notwithstanding his increase 
in weight he is, to those who look at him 
closely, in splendid fettle. If he has a 
gray hair in his head no one has discovered 
it. As a man who has been an instructor 
in athletics and a trainer of prizefighters 
put it the other day: 

“The President is as fit as a_ fiddle, 
strong as a bull, full of fire _and vigor, 
and about the healthiest man I ever saw. 
When he came back from Cuba and was 
asked about his health he looked on his 
exhausted troops, and described himself 
as being ‘vulgarly healthy.’ I would like 
to hear him tell how he feels to-day. The 
vocabulary has not got the word good 
enough. I'd bet a dollar he'd say, ‘ Feeling 
bully.’ ”’ 

Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., and his cousins, 
Emlen and George, are camped out to- night 
by the swamp near Sagamore Hill. It is 
their intention to be up early in the morn- 
ing to do some snipe shooting. Yesterday 
the three boys brought in three snipe, whic 
which they exhibited to the President with 
considerable pride. He told them that he 
did not regard them as mighty hunters, 
since each boy could kill but one snipe. 
They were deeply disappointed at this, and 
decided to go on another expedition imme- 
diately. 

The President promised them that if 
they did better work with their guns to-day 
he would go on a ep with them as soon 
as he returned from his trip to Gardiner's 
Bay. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S TOUR. 


Secretary Cortelyou Announces Itinerary 
of New England Trip. 


BOSTON, Aug. 5.—The Secretary to the 
President, Mr. Cortelyou, has teiegraphed 
to Senator Lodge and Senator Hoar that 
the President will reach Boston on Satur- 
day, Aug. 23, late in the afternoon and 
will go at once to Nahant, where he will 


pass Sunday with Senator Lodge. The next 
Gorelon the President will go to Newport, 
making ten-minute stops at Taunton and 
Fall River. He will return from Newport 
the same day, reaching Boston about 8 
o'clock, where he will be received by the 
Governor, the Mayor, and the Boston Con- 
gressmen. Tuesday morning he will go by 
way of the Boston and Maine to New 
Hampshire, making fifteen-minute stops 
at Lowell, South Lawrence, and Haverhill. 

After a week in Maine and New Hamp- 
shire he will return to Massachusetts on 
Mondav. Sept. 1, reaching Northfield late 
that afternoon; he will pass the night at 
Northfield and Will leave at 8:30 A. M. 
Tuesday, Sept. 2, ae at Miller’s Falls 
at 8:50; leave at 9 A. M., arrive Fitchburg 
at 10:40, leave at 11: :40. "He will arrive at 
Worcester, where he goes to see Senator 
Hoar, at 12:40 P. M., and will leave at 3 
P. M. He will arrive at Westfield at 6:30 
P. M., and leave Westfteld at 6:50 P. M. 
either for Dalton, where it {s hoped he may 

o to pass the night with Gov. Crane, or 
or New Haven. 

Mr. Cortelyou states that it is the Prest- 
dent’s desire that there shall be no public 
receptions held anywhere. The President 
will speak briefly at the various points in- 
Staaten. but will hold no receptions of any 
kin 

Gov. Crane, Secretary Moody, and Sena- 
tor Lodge conferred. with such members of 
the Congressional delegation as could be 
reached to-day. and it was agreed that the 
Congressmen in each district should take 
charge of the President’s visit at every 
place where he stops in the respective dis- 
tricts. 
Monday, the 25th, will be in charge of the 
Governor, the Mayor of the city, and the 
Congressmen representing the Boston dis- 
trict. At other places the local arrange- 
ments, which will be made by the differ- 
ent Congressmen, will be in the hands of 
the Mayors of cities or the Selectmen of 
the towns. 


FAVOR MR. ROOSEVELT. 


New York Business Men and Financiers 
Have Confidence in Him, Says 
First Assistant Postmaster 
General Wynne.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Robert J. 
Wynne, First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, has returned from New York and was 
to-day acting Postmaster General. While 
in New York he was in contact with many 
leaders in political and financial circles. 

When asked to-day in regard to the feel- 


ing entertained by leading Republicans in 
relation to the coming campaign, Mr. 
Wynne replied that while they are not in- 
dulging in predictions there is a general 
belief that Republican success is assured. 

‘At the headquarters of the Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee,’’ said Mr. 
Wynne, ‘active preparations are under 
way for the campaign. Mr. Babcock’s 
health has greatly improved. In New York 
State matters Republicans are very confi- 
dent, and believe that Mr. Odell will be re- 
elected Governor. The action of Senator 
Piatt in comme out for the nomination of 
Mr. Roosevelt has convinced the Republic- 
ans of the State organization that there is 
no one else in the field so far as New York 
is concerned.” 

“How do business men and leading finan- 
ciers look upon Mr. Roosevelt as a choice 
for the nomination?’’ Mr. Wynne was 
asked. 

“ Among business men,’ he replied, ‘I 
heard nothing but praise for Mr. Roosevelt. 
They have absolute confidence in him. His 
utterances and —- for trust legisla- 
tion are approved by by them.’ 


PRINCE CHEN’S COMING VISIT. 


Whether the Nation’ s ation’s Guest Will 
Received at Oyster Bay Is Not 
Yet Decided. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Minister Wu 
was at the State Department to-day ar- 
ranging details for the coming of Prince 
Chen.

SPEAKER HENDERSON’S VIEWS 


He Declares Republicans Were Neve! 
More United than Now, While 
Democrats Are Divided. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A dispatch from 
Philadelphia contains a report of an in= 
terview with David B. Henderson, Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. In opene 
ing the interview, Gen. Henderson said 
he had made a very careful review of the 
situation in the West, and had studied it 
attentively, to try to discern the drift of 
the sentiment among the people. He gave 
his convictions as follows: 

“The Republicans were never more 
united than now. The Republicans believe 
they will win, and some of the Democrats 
hope that their own party will be defeated. 
I believe the people are thoroughly cone 
vineed of the wisdom of Republican pol- 
icles, and there is a widespread feeling 
among all classes regardless of political 
parties that their welfare depends upon 
keeping the Republican Party in power. 
My own State, Iowa, is decidedly in favor 
of the thoroughly tried and approved pol- 
icles of the Republican Party. It is a 
strong protection State. It is equally de- 
termined that anything that possibly can 
be done to curtail the dangers that lie in 
great combinations of capital must be vig- 
orously and wisely treated by law. : 

“The country believes that the Philippine 
question is settled so far as the title and 
our duty are concerned, and that it only 
remains for this country to carry out firm- 
ly, kindly, and wisely the policies inau- 
gurated by President McKinley and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt toward the Filipinos for 
their own good. 

“The country is overwhelmingly for the 
policy advocated by the Administration and 


passed by the House of Representatives in 
favor of reciprocity with Cuba, and will 
not be willing to abandon that position 
until it is consummated by legislative ac- 
tion or treaty. 

‘On the subject of revision of the tariff, 
the Republican Party is now, as in the 
past, prepared to act whenever it can be 
done wisely and without seriously disturb- 
ing business. 

‘Prosperity is stamped on the face of 
every part of the country. From 1893 to 
1896 it was only a question of bread, how 
to avoid starvation. Now it is a question 
of the equitable distribution of the products 
of labcr and capital.” Wi 


SENATOR VEST’S RETIREMENT. 


It Is Understood He Will Not Stand for 
Re-election—Some Possible 
Candidates.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—There have been 
recent reports to the effect that Senator 
Vest of Missouri has lost his eyesight. 
These reports have been denied, and spe- 
cialists who are treating him say there is 
not much danger of future impairment of 
his vision. Although in the past a great 
reader, he now does not read at all, but his 
eyes are in condition that he could do so 
if he so desired. 

Senator Vest’s son, who is his secretary, 
tells him the news of the day, and in that 
way he is saved the trouble of reading the 
daily papers. He has followed this custom 
for a long time. Before Congress adjourned 
he had the Record read to him daily. 

It is understood that Mr. Vest will not 
stand for re-election, his term of office ex- 


piring March 3 next. The Legislature to re- 
elect his successor will meet next Winter. 
Ex-Govs. Stone and Francis, Representa- 
tives DeArmond and ‘“‘Champ” Clark are 
being talked of for the Missouri Senator- 
ship. Mr. Francis is not regarded as a can- 
didate for the place. He does not belong 
to the Bryan wing of the Missouri Democ-: 
racy, and Bryan Democrats are regarded as 
being bitterly opposed to his election. He 
is now a very busy man, with little time 
to devote to politics, being Director Gen- 
eral of the St. Louis World’s Fair, which 
opens in 1904. 


ASKED FOR MANDAMUS 
AGAINST SECRETARY HAY. 


Petitioner Wished to Compel Him to 
Institute Suit Against Germany, 
but Writ Was Refused. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Fredinand Hol- 
sendorf to-day petitioned the District Sus 
preme Court for a mandamus against Sec 
retary of State Hay to compel the latter 
to institute proceedings against the Empire 
of Germany or the Kingdom of Prussia, or 
both, to recover $500,000 damages for him- 
self for alleged unjust detention in a Ger- 
man insane asylum. Justice Hagner re- 
fused to issue the writ, holding that the 
matter was political, and a legal right to 
the writ had not been shown. 

Holsendorf is a native of Germany and 
a naturalized citizen of this country. He 
alleged that while bearing a passport from 


the United States Government, on May 11, 
1898, he was falsely imprisoned in an in- 
sane asylum at Daildorf, near Berlin, and 
detained there until July 8, 1899, when he 
was declared to be of sound mind by the 
highest. court in Germany. He demanded 
a trial by jury, and asserted that the State 
Department’s refusal to act is based on 
irrevelant matters twenty years anterior 
to this petition. 


TO PRODUCE PETER POWER. 


An Order Served on His Western Coun- 
sel in Minneapolis—Wanted to 
Appear Here. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 5.—An or- 
der was served yesterday on W. A. Lan- 
easter and M. H. Boutell of this city, West- 
ern counsel for Peter Power, directing 
them to produce their client before Rich- 
ard Mabey, the court’s special examiner, 
in New York to-morrow. 

The order is issued by Judge Luchren, 


United States Judge, sitting in chambers 
in St. Paul, and purports to be “in pur- 
suance of subpoenas already issued.’’ 

It is held that service on Power’s at- 
torneys is equivalent to service on himself. 
The action was taken, it is explained, to 
cure any possible defects in the service of 
subpoenas on on ! Mr. Power himself. 


APOSTOLIC DELEGATE AT MANILA. 


ROME, Aug. 5.—Italia announces that 
Mer. Guidi, at present employed in the 
office of Cardinal Rampolla, the Papal 
Secretary of State, has been appointed 
Apostolic Delegate at Manila. i 


It was announced from Rome on Aug. 
2 that the delay in appointing an Apostolic 


Delegate at Manila was due to the desire 
of the Vatican to please the Washington 
authorities by sending to the Philippines an 
American prelate, but should this plan fall 
through the most probable candidate was 
said to be Mgr. Guidi. 


GIFT TO CORNELL. 


William H. Sage of Albany to Donate a 
Stone Pulpit. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 5.—William H. Sage 
of Albany, son of Henry W. Sage, Cornell's 
great benefactor, has announced his inten- 
tion of giving to Cornell a beautiful memo- 
rial to his deceased brother, Dean Sage. 

The form of the proposed memorial will 
be a stone pulpit in Sage Chapel, which in 


itself is a Sage memorial. The building 
will, at Mr. Sage’s expense, be greatly en- 
larged to make it conform to the original 
lans of his late father. London artists 
fave been engaged to do the work.

SARATOGA, Aug. 5.—Again the lustrous 
line of carriages made a formidable and 
impressive pageant, as all the horses took 
many of the thousands to the race track.

There is much that is serious, much that 
is humorous, and something that is pathet- 
ic in this summing up of the present and 
the past of Saratoga, for this intelligent 
owner of the handsome team he drove truly 
voiced the sentiments of the people, among 
whom one often hears the phrase, “ Why, 
the people, the press, and even the pulpit 
all admire Canfield.”’ 


GAMBLING LONG RECOGNIZED. 


The practice of gambling has been a rec- 
ognized diversion here as long as memory 
or records go in the past. The Southern 
contingent of wealthy and spendthrift 


lanters gambled high and loud and long. 
hey played in private, but they talked of 
ét in public, and there was no more cant or

hypocrisy in ‘thelr speech than there were 
compunctions in their views of the three 
D’s, “dining, drinking, and dicing,” the 
natural diversions of a high-toned gentie- 
man of their time and territory. 

Thus gambling was at first admitted, 
then intrenched, and finally it grew to 
have the upper hand of the villagers, prob- 
ably because the local government learned 
the devious ways of low politicians without 
grasping the principles of true government 
from the State conventions which almost 
annually assembled here. The place be- 
came infested with gamblers, and many 
were of the vilest sort, whose “ joints ”’ re- 
flected the shamelessness of their owners. 
In some of these the negroes and whites 
of the idle class were catered to. 

Then—and this was not too long ago to 
be well remembered—the village was con- 
fronted with what seemed to be the neces- 
sity to choose between good and bad, be- 
tween that which is clean and that which 
is forbidden. Both paths were trod, now 
one and now the other, but there was in- 
firmity in the steps that followed the 
straight and narrow path. Politicians were 
weak, the merchants were covetous of gain 
by any means, and gambling kept its place. 
It is a sordid story. 

Finally the problem was settled for the 
time being by a scouring out of the town 
and the closing of the vile dens, and in this 
good work no one’s influence was stronger 
than that of Mr. Whitney, who knew that 
long as the race course had saddled 
upon it such low and foul attachments as 
had been maintained in connection there- 
with it would be easier to make it a Gut- 
tenberg than an Ascot, and the fixed price 
of his taking an interest in it was that it 
and all that pertained to it should be of 
the highest class and most reputable 
stamp. 

He and his associates while taking no 
interest in the trials of the village, except 
where they affected them, the racing had 
more weight and directed more energy in 
lifting Saratoga out of the moral slough 
into which it had fallen than any and all 
the influences that brought about the pres- 
ent rehabilitation of the place. 

As the case stands, Saratoga has decided 
in favor of gambling and the majority of 
its people must be charged with the respon- 
sibility for a belief that it is better for the 
village prosperity to cater to those who 
worship the gilded idol of luck than to de- 
pend upon the curative waters and the le- 
thargic host of invalids who come here to 
drink them. 


VILLAGERS ARE BARRED. 


The present ruling is that there shall be 
no gambling done upon the main street, or 
managed by persons who do not keep or- 
derly places frequented by self-respecting 
persons; that no villagers shall be ad- 
mitted to these places, so that if there be 
harm in them the harm shall fall upon the 
visitors exclusively, and, finally, that there 
shall be no poolrooms and no resorts for 
the disorderly camp followers of the races

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CHAIRMAN GRIGGS 
ON CHAIRMAN BABCOCK 


Head of Republican Committee 
Quoted Against Himself. 


Chairman of Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee Charges Re- 
publican Leader with Wabbling 
on Trust Issue. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—When Chairman 
Griggs of the Democratic Congressional 
Committee was asked yesterday what he 
thought of the recent interview of Chair- 
man Babcock of the Republican Congress- 
ional Committee on the trust question, he 


said: 
“I will let Mr. Babcock answer Mr. Bab- 
cock on the great trust issue of this cam- 


paign. Study this comparison: 
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Nobody out our way is 
going to be worried by 
the taking off of that 
duty., It would have 
been taken out of the 
Dingley tariff when that 
bill was passed if it 
had been passed by 
schedules. 

“Thus the Republican chairman reverses 
himself and replies fully and completely to 
his interview. His first interview was a 
declaration of war.. His last is the white 
flag of surrender. Is this the ‘scuttle’ 
policy of which we have heard so much? 
Will the ‘friends of the tariff’ reform it, 
except in the interest of the trusts?” 

When asked about reported differences 


of opinion between himself and associates 
on the committee, Judge Griggs said: 

“TI hardly think it worth while to deny 
the reports that there have been any dif- 
ferences of opinion between my associates 
and myself, or that there is any lack of 
harmony in the workings of the commit- 
tee. There has been no clash. Our rela- 
tions have been entirely cordial and har- 
monious from the beginning. 

“It has never been the policy of this 
committee to ignore the Philippine ques- 
tion or to push it in the background in 
this campaign. The question is a vital one 
and the Democratic policy upon this ques- 
tion ought to command the support of 
every patriotic citizen, regardless of party. 
The Philippine policy of the Republican 
Party is objectionable from every point of 
view. In the language of Mr. McKinley 
‘it is criminal aggression.’ In the lan- 
guage of Senator Spooner it will entail a 
vast burden upon the people of the United 
States. In the language of Admiral Samp- 
son it will greatly increase the danger of 
a foreign war. It involves militarism, for- 
eign emtanglements, the squandering of 
vast sums of money on worthless posses- 
sions, to say nothing of the sacrifice of the 
fundamental! principles of our Constitution. 
It means nothing in the way of trade, but 
everything in the way of cost and danger 
and corruption. The Democratic Party 
certainly contemplates no backward step 
in this issue, a la the Republicans on 
trusts.”

Gov. Murphy and Other Prominent Citi- 
zens Who Were Friends of Thread 
Manufacturer Attend Services 
at Newark.

$500,000 COLLECTION 
FOR MUSEUM OF ART. 





Name of Donor and Nature of the Col- 
lection to-be Kept Secret Until 


the Exhibit Is Opened. 

It has just leaked out of the quiet halls 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art that 
some time ago the donation was made to 
the Museum and accepted by the Trustees 
of a rich art collection, valued at probably 
more than $500,000. The name of the donor 
and the nature of the collection are not to 
be made public until the exhibit is opened. 

“There is no particular reason for keep- 
ing the matter secret,’ said Gen. Louis P. 
Di Cesnola, Director of the Museum, yes- 
terday, “‘ but when the gift was accepted 
it was agreed that the secret should be 
kept, and I must keep faith.”’ 

The peculiarity about this collection, and 
the feature which it is expected will excite 
more than ordinary public interest in it, 
is the fact that it differs in character from 
any other collection now in that institution. 

“It is not paintings nor porcelains nor 
tapestries nor statuary,”’ said the Director. 

One thing has been settled, and that is 
that the collection will be mounted in the 
north gallery of the new east wing of the 
Museum, in the room corresponding to that 
in which the Garland collection is now be- 
ing placed. The collection presented is now 


in the residence 6f the donor, who himself 
is said to be abroad. 

Several well-known art dealers ‘were 
asked yesterday if they knew or had an 
idea of the nature of this collection. They 
stated that the matter was‘a puzzle even to 
them, judging from what Gen. Di Cesnola 
had said. 


FOXHALL KEENE HOME AGAIN, 


Captain of American Polo Team Talks 
of Games Played in England. 
Foxhall P. Keene, the Captain of the 
American polo team which recently played 
against the English champions at Hurling- 
ham, England, returned to New York yes- 
terday on the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse. Mr. Keene was accompanied by 
his wife and looked to be in the best of 
health. He said his arm, which was in- 
jured in an accident in the field, was as 
good as it ever was, and that he had en- 
tirely recovered from the effects of his fall 

several months ago. 

“We were beaten by the English because 
we were inferior players,’ said Mr. Keene, 
in talking about the Hurlingham polo 
matches, “‘and not because they have 
better horses. I thought my friends, who 
have arrived before me, would have framed 
up a better excuse than the old story of 


poor horseflesh, but 1 see it remains with 
me to tell all I know. Now, the secret of 
the Englishmen's success is their combina- 
tion play. There they play in teams, while 
we shaoek every one for himself. None of 
us played in his usual home form. I knuw 
I did not, and it is all because we did not 
adopt the combination play. 

“Tt is uncertain whether we shall play 
again next year. I really do not see the 
use. It is my private opinion that the cup 
will remain in England for “¢* ! years, al 
least. Vhe Englishmen are always pre- 
pared to get a beating, however. Before 
the match had been played in London we 
were handed a letter by them which con- 
tained a challenge to play us next year in

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John F. James. 

John F. James, a veteran real estate 
dealer of Brooklyn and a prominent citizen 
of that borough, died on Monday night at 
his country house, in Red Bank, N. J. His 
death was due to stomach trouble, from 
which he had long suffered. Mr. James was 
the head of the firm of John F. James & 
Sons, which concern is among the largest 
dealers in city, suburban, and country 
realty. 

John F. James was born sixty-seven years 
ago in Monmouth County, N. J. He settled 
in Brooklyn when a young man, and first 
engaged in the hardware business. Later 


he entered the grocery trade. When the 
civil war broke out he went to the front as 
a member of the Fifty-sixth New York 
Regiment, with which command and the 
Seventh New York he served through the 
rebellion. When mustered out he held the 
rank of Captain, won by meritorious serv- 
ice in the field. Mr. James continued in the 
grocery business for a time after the war, 
and then entered the real estate field. He 
became associated with the old firm of 
Wyckoff & Little, and, Mr. Littie retiring, 
the firm became Wyckoff & James, the of- 
fices being at the corner of Court and 
Montague Streets. Several years later Mr. 
James acquired the entire business, and 
subsequently his two sons became associat- 
ed with him, the firm becoming John F. 
James & Sons, the offices being removed to 
193 Montague Street. 

Mr. James was regarded as an absolute 
authority in real estate matters in Brook- 
lyn. He is survived by his wife and two 
sons, John F. James, Jr., and Clinton R. 
James. The Brooklyn home of the family 
is at 45 Eighth Avenue.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Still dull, still strong. Few new fea- 
tures get into the stock market. Raid- 
ing tactics accomplish little. Such buy- 
ing as appears in volume seems chiefly 
to be for the account of interests who 
buy to absorb. 

Wall Street is filled with intimations of 
deals impending, many about to be ac- 
complished. Some of these promise re- 
sults of extraordinary consequence. Day 
by day there is accumulation of evidence 
that the policy of concentration is pro- 


gressing?rsturdily. 
Crop reports reflect conditions emi- 
nemtly satisfactory throughout the coun- 


try. 


Finally the bear “ argupents ”’ are 
narrowing down to dreary ‘recitations 
about possible unhappy conditions that 
may develop in the money market. Their 
gold export scare having fallen flat, they 
concentrate themselves now on worries 
over what may happen when the West 
and the South begin to ask New York 
for the temporary use of funds where- 
with to move the year’s bumper crops. 
We entertain this ghost twice a year 
regularly. It stalks up and down the 
Stock Exchange curb in ghastly token 
of the horrible situation threatening the 
country that has to harvest and trans- 
port hundreds on hundreds of millions of 
dollars’ worth of agricultural commodi- 
ties. Yet in no one healthful year has 
there been a single instance of discom- 
fiture in the financial world because of 
the relatively insignificant advances 
which crop movements involve. More- 
over, there never has been in American 
history a situation approaching that of 
the present in the one particular of 
ability upon the part of the agricultural 
communities themselves to finance their 
own operations. The South is no longer 
impoverished, the West has grown rich. 
Thrashing machines do not nowadays 
run by grace of the New York loan mar- 


ket merely. 
Money market scarecrows belong to a 


fashion that can’t be revived. 


THE GEORGIA CENTRAL DEAL. 


Whatever be the development plan of the 
Gt. Louis and San Francisco Railway, and 
fndependent of whether the plan aims to 
acquire control of the Central Railway of 
_Georgia by purchase or lease, or whether 
it is merely seeking trackage rights through 
means of a traffic alliance—whatever the 
-detail—the thing consequential in the ne- 
gotiation for the San Francisco road itself 
4s the acquirement of a straightaway out- 
let to the seaboard. The importance of 
guch expansion is inestimable. Through 
puch accomplishment the St. Louis and San 
Francisco can take rank with the great 
‘yailway systems of the country. An ag- 
gressive intelligently conducted property, 
‘well equipped, is no longer among second 
rate lines when with terminal facilities at 
Chicago, Kansas City, and St. Louis it 
commands (and the only Western railroad 
that does so command) direct connection 
of its own with the Atlantic seaboard. 

By no means, however, will advantages 
run exclusively to the St. Louis and San 
Francisco in such an undertaking with the 
Georgia Central, as the banking community 
mnderstands the project. A fundamental 
fact in the pending transaction is that no 
arrangement whatsoever could be made be- 
tween the two properties without the ap- 
probation of the controllers of the Southern 
Railway Company. Thus harmony can in 
mo way be threatened in the Southern Rail- 
way field. The San Francisco proceeds 
through Alabama and Georgia in no sense 
@s an invader, but meeting a hearty wel- 
‘come. Actually the profit to the Georgia 


Central property—even if only a traffic al- 
Jiance result—will be tremendous—traffic 
{ncreased, gross revenues expanded, many 
far-reaching economies made feasible. In- 
gtead of reduction in interest payments 
upon the Georgia Central Company's first 
income bonds (as a group of bear specu- 
Jators have been industriously predicting) 
early substantial payments could be earned 
guupon the second incomes, and at no distant 
date upon the third as well. And the fact 
that a San Francisco-Georgia Railway 
deal can take place evidences appreciation 
by controlling capitalists of the extraor- 
dinary benefits which can so’inure to the 
Georgia Central property and its security 
holders. 

And not least of advantages which may 
be counted upon will be the rapid and sub- 
stantial development of the seaboard city 
of Savannah as an international port. In- 
cidentally dispatches announce that there 
will be new lines of steamers at Savannah 
and some hundreds of thousands of dol- 
Jars expended in the provision of new dock 
facilities.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Weather Bu- 
reau’s weekly summary of crop conditions is as 
follows: 


A drought prevailing in the previous week 


from Virginia and the Carolinas westward 
Arkansas has been largely broken, the rains 
being excessively heavy over the western part 
of the region named. Drought, however, con- 
tinues In portions of the Lower Ohio Valley, the 
Carolinas, and Northern Georgia. Whe central 
and northern portions of Texas have again re- 
ceived very heavy rains, and the lake region 
and the northern portion of the Middle Atlantic 
States have also suffered to some extent from 
excessive moisture. The protracted drought in 


the central and Southern Rocky Mountain dis- 
tricts continues with increased severity, and por- 
tions of Kansas, Nebraska, and the North 
Pacific Coast region are in need of rain. Gen- 
erally the temperature conditions have been 
highly favorable. 

As a whole, corn has made excellent progress 
in the principal corn-producing States, and an 
unusually fine crop is promised. In a small part 
of the Lower Ohio Valley and in Southeastern 
Missourl, Central and Western Kansas, Tennes- 
see, and Virginia a part of the crop is, how- 
ever, suffering from drought. 

Some Winter wheat remains to be harvested 
in extreme northern districts, where harvesting 
has been delayed by much rain, and considerable 
damage has been done to crops in stack and 
shock. Harvesting is in general progress on 
the Northern Pacific Coast under favorable con- 
ditions. 

Spring wheat harvest has been somewhat de- 
layed by showers in Minnesota, where harvesting 
is in progress as far north as the middle por- 
tion of the State. In North Dakota high winds 
and hail have lodged and damaged Spring wheat 
slightly, and rust is appearing on the late 
sown. The crop is ripening very rapidly in the 
Dakotas, somewhat too rapidly: in South Da- 
kota, and harvest has begun in extreme South- 
ern North Dakota. In Oregon and Washington 
Spring wheat has made favorable advance- 
ment, o 

Oat harvest in the northern districts has 
progressed under more favorable conditions than 
in the previous week, and is rearing comple- 
tion, except in the more easterly sections. 

The central and eastern portions of the cotton 
belt have experienced more favorable weather, 
and a very general improvement in the condi- 
tion of cotton is indicated, the rainfall of 
the week having largely relieved the drought. 
The Carolinas, portions of Georgia, Louisiana, 
and Missouri, however, continue to suffer from 
drought, and shedding and rust are more or less 
extensively reported in the central and eastern 
districts. In Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
and Arkansas the rainfall has been generally 
ample, and excessive in the last-named State, 
where cotton has been beaten down to some 
extent. Central and Northeastern Texas, in com- 
mon with Arkansas and the northern portions 
of Louisiana and Mississippi and Western Ten- 
nessee, received during the fore part of the week 
from 2 to 10 inches of rain. In ‘Pexas cotton 
is making heavy bush, and, as a rule, continues 
to fruit satisfactorily, but there is considerable 
complaint of shedding, boll worms, and weevil, 
especially in the lower portions of the Brazos 
and Colorado Valleys. The latter part of the 
week was more favorable, and picking, which 
fs in progress as far north as the Red Riyer 
Valley, with a continuation of the weather of 
the latter part of the week, will be general 
within ten days, 

Rains have benefited the tobacco hem 4 in Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Virginia, and Maryland, and 
the conditions have been highly favorable for 
curing in the Carolinas. 

The reports respecting apples continue gen- 
erally unfavorable, except in Kansas, Michigan, 
New England, and portions of the Middle At- 
lantic States. te

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OUTSIDE SECURITIES. 


While a fairly large number of issues 
figured in yesterday's transactions in the 
outside market, the totals in individual 
stocks were for the most part relatively 
small. At the same time prices. showed 
much irregularity, some advancing sharply, 
while elsewhere in the list more or less 
substantial losses were recorded. In some 
instances, as in the case of Standard Oil, 
there weré actual developments to account 
for the changes which occurred in quota- 
tions, but in a larger number of stocks the 
movements were without special reason or 
re ee. The Rock Island securities, 
which it had been expected would immedi- 
ately assume considerable activity, were 
extremely dull.

GERMANY’S NEW MEAT _ 
EXCLUSION ACT. 


Its Provision Made Public by the State 
Department — Imports Which 
Are Prohibited. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The State De- 
pdrtment to-day made public reports from 
Ambassador White at Berlin, dated July 12 
and 14, that, according to an official proc- 
lamation, the meat inspection law will go 
into force in its entirety on April 1, 1903, 
with the exception of the section which re- 
lates to doing away with the second exam- 
ination of meat once officially inspected. 
This paragraph will not go into effect until 
Oct. 1, 1904. 

A report on the new regulations received 
from Consul General Richard Guenther of 
Frankfort says that, as the time is ap- 
proaching when the new regulations con- 
cerning the importation of meat and its 
transportation in transit through Germany 
will go into force, it will be well to note 
that the following imports into Germany 
are prohibited: 

Meat in hermetically sealed boxes and 
similar vessels, as well as sausages and 
other mixtures of chopped meats; dog 
meat, also prepared meat of horses, asses, 
mules, and other solipeds; meats which 
have been treated with one of the following 
substances or with a preparation contain- 
ing such: Boracic acid and its salts, formal- 
dehyde, hydro-oxides and carbonates of al- 


kalis, sulphurous acid and its salts, hyposul- 
phurous salts, fluor-hydrogen and its salts, 
Salicylic acid and its salts, chloride salts, 
and coloring substances of whatever nature. 
The latter, however, may be employed for 
coloring coverings, if not otherwise pro- 
hibited. 

Fresh meat may be imported into Ger- 
many in whole carcasses only. When im- 
ported in halves the two halves must be so 
marked as to be readily identified. The 
report of the Consul gives detailed infor- 
mation as to how fresh meats must be pre- 
pared to be imported.

GOOD PROGRESS MADE | 


ON TUNNEL AGREEMENT 


Tentative Contract to be Prepared 
by Sept. 4. 


Pennsylvania’s Proposals Will Probably 
Be Indorséd by Rapid Transit Com- 
mission Then and Submitted 
to Aldermen. 


Substantial progress, according to all con- 
cerned, was made by the committees rep- 
resenting the Board of Aldermen, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, and the Rapi Transit 
Commissioners toward an agreement upon 
a franchise for the building of a tunnel by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad under the North 
River at a conference which was held yes- 
terday in the offices of the Rapid Ttansit 
Commission. 

It seemed that there would be a hitch 
when the Aldermen insisted that a “ pre- 
vailing rate of wages” clause should be 
inserted in the contract and First Vice 
President John P. Green of the railroad 
company stated that his corporation could 
fulfil! no such agreement, and would not 
propose or agree to do what it could not. 

At last it transpired that Borough Presi- 
dent Jacob A. Cantor acknowledged himself 
mistaken as to the powers of the Rapid 
Transit Commission in the matter. He un- 
derstood, he said, that, as in the present 
tunnel work, permits for opening the street 
would have to be given by the board, 
whereas Edward M. Shepard of counsel 
fer the Commissioners assured him that 
such permits would have to be given by 
the Borough Presidents, as in the case of 
other sub-surface work not under ¢ity con- 
tract. Then Mr. Shepard drew up a clause 
to be inserted in the contract as follows: 


All necessary permits for opening streets and 
other necessary departmental permits shall be 
granted by the President of the proper borough 
or other municipal officers, as provided by law. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad representa- 
tives said that such a provision would ap- 
ply anyway, whether it was put into the 
tranchise or not, but Mr. Shepard said that 
it might be better to make it clear that the 
Rapid Transit Commission clatmed no 
power in the matter. 

There was some discussion upon the sub- 
ject of the time for payment and the mat- 
ter of a perpetual franchise, but on the 
subject of perpetual franchise it was prac- 
tically agreed that there was no other al- 
ternative. 

** But we must make it clear to the people 
of this country,’ said Mr. Cantor, “ that 
the City of New York does not indorse the 
principle of perpetual franchises. We must 
let it be known that it was only because 
the peculiar conditions surrounding this 
grant that we agreed to such a franchise.” 

Mayor Low was not present at the con- 
ference, and Controller Grout was repre- 
sented by his deputy, John R. Stevenson. 
President Fornes of the Board of Aldermen 
presided over the conference, the commit- 
tee from the board consisting of Borough 
President Cantor Aldermen Sullivan, 
Walkley, Longfellow, and James. Rapid 
Transit Commissioners Orr and Langdon 
were present, in addition to Edward M. 
Shepard and Chief Engineer William Bar- 
Parsons. Representing the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad were John P.° Green, First 
Vice President; Samuel Rea, Fourth Vice 
President; George V. Massey, Assistant 
General Solicitor, and J. T. Richards, Chief 
Engineer of Maintenance of Way. 

A letter was read from Mayor Low set- 
ling forth certain concessions which “ he 
had been made to understand” the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad could not object to grant- 
ing. These concessions were to give the 
city the right to use the tunnel for fire 
and police telephone wires; to allow the 
Health Department of the city the right to 
control the sanitary condition of the tun- 
nel; to allow the city authorities to fix 
after each new valuation of land the come 
pensation to be paid by the railroad, and 
not to hold the city accountable for any 
damage to property or for any loss of life 
resulting from the construction either of 
the tunnel or the Thirty-second Street 
terminal. 

Alderman Walkley made the point that 
the Pennsylvaffia Railroad might greatly 
injure New York City by using the Thirty- 
second Street terminal as a loading and 
discharging point for freight, and that 
Montauk Point might eventually be made a 
great transatlantic steamship terminal, but 
Mr. Green ridiculed this idea. 

rhis point was then dropped and the 
question of labor came up. Mr. Green 
stated that he understood that under a de- 
cision of the New York Court of Appeals 
it was not possible to enfore a “ prevailing 
rate of wages * clause in granting a fran- 
chise. Mr. Cantor said that he wanted the 
road to agree to guch a clause because he 
feit satistied that if they agreed to it 
they would not ask the courts to let them 
Violate it, 


Mr. Green stated the general position of

to this whole matter. He said, in part: 
As I understand your request, you ask 
this company to do a thing which I un- 
cerstand your own courts forbid doing 
We cannot carry out such a bargain, and it 
aoes not seem to me that the City of New 
York has a right to impose as one of its 
conditions something that we cannot do. 
We wish everything distinctly understood 
beforehand ; 
“Our position with

understood. We are veer 
organized labor. We do not 
ask a man, however, whether he is a 
union man or not. We are friendly to un- 
organized labor, also. We feel that this 
is the only safe position. 

“In doing the proposed work, 
not do it ourselves We shall 
for bids, and the contractors may do the 
work as they please If we pretended to 
do a thing of the kind you desire we would 
be agreeing to something we cannot do.” 

Mr. Cantor stated that he thought the 
railroad should pay as much for its work 
as the city was doing, and the ** pre- 
vailing rate’’ was being paid for all eity 
work. President Fornes said that no mat- 
ter what the city did for itself, he did not 
think the city had the right to dictate 
what corporations should do in the details 
of their business. 

Alderman Sullivan said 
the ** prevailing wages "’ clause in the Rap- 
id Transit contract nearly all the work 
under the sub-contractors was being done 
by Italians under the padrone system. 

Mr. Shepard suggested the futility of such 
a clause, therefore; but the Alderman per- 
sisted that they must better safeguard 
labor’s interests this time. 

Alderman Walkley then stated that he be- 
Neved the franchise should be perpetual 
but that the railroad should make pay- 
ments for its privileges prior to beginning | 
operation, us specified in the contract. It 
was pretty generally agreed, however, that 
there would be no change in this respect. 

Adjournment was then taken to Sept. 3, 
at 1 o'clock A. M. Meanwhile there is to 
be some correspondence, and a tentative 
contract embodying all the changes agreed 
upon will be drawn up. It is expected that 
a new contract will then be completed 
which will be indorsed by the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission on the morning of Sept. 4 
and submitted to the Board of Aldermen 
at its next meeting, on the afternoon of 
that day.

CHILDREN’S FARM VISITED. | RABBIS. TO BE LIGENSED 


A National Organization Formed by 
the Rabbinical Conference. 


Question of a Successor to the Late 
Chief Rabbi Joseph—Office May 
Not Be Filled for Years. 


Probably the most important meeting of 
orthodox rabbis ever held in the United 
States came to.an end yesterday, when the 
convention which met in this city on Mon- 
day a week ago, the day on which Rabbi 
Joseph died, adjourned. 

As a@ result of their meetings the rabbis, 
it has been announced» have decided to 
perfect a permanent National organization, 
to be known as the United Orthodox Rab- 
bis. This association will have entire 
charge of the licensing of rabbis, as well 
as the control of the rabbinical colleges 
and schools throughout the country. 

Heretofore the orthodox Jews, especially 
since the beginning of the great influx of 
Jews into America, some twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, have been greatly im- 
posed upon by a class of .men known as 
“‘rabbinical pretenders.”’ These men, 
who possess a smattering of rabbinical 
knowledge, would on their arrival pass 
themselves off as regular rabbis, with the 
result that a great deal of confusion was 
created in orthodox communities all over 
the country. The rabbis who met during 
the past week decided to formulate a plan 
by which the so-called pretenders could be 
held in check, with the result that here- 
after all who wish to become rabbis of the 
orthodox Jews will have to have their cer- 
tificates passed upon and approved by the 
United Orthodox Rabbis. 

Another object of the meeting was to 
study the existing Jewish situation 
throughout the country, and to ascertain 
if any improvements were necessary, and 
if they were, how to make them. The 
situation, while in ‘many cases needing at- 
tention, was as a whole, it was said yes- 
terday, found to be satisfactory and pro- 
gressive. 

Concerning the probable election of a 
successor to Rabbi Joseph ‘it was stated 
yesterday that nothing with that end in 
view had been started as yet. The title 
of Chief Rabbi was cfeated, it was ex- 
plained, solely in behalf of Rabbi Joseph. 
In the event of a great popular demand for 
the appointment of .a successor to Chief 
Rabbi Joseph a number of congregations 
will have to organize as a central associa- 
tion and elect the Chief Rabbi. At present 
there is said to be no great demand for the 
appointment of a Chief Rebbi, and the in- 
dications are that it will be mary months, 
if not years, before another Chief Rabbi is 
elected. 

Should it be decided to elect one, it is 
said to be the consensus of opinion among | 
the leading orthodox Jews of this city that 
Rabbi Levinthal will be the man. He is 
highly cultured not only in rabbinical but 
in secular literature as well, is a man of 
pleasing personality, and is & powerful 


speaker. He came fo thé United States 
about. eleven years ago from Kowno, Rus- 
sia, and, going to Philadelphia, took charge 
of the position made vacant by the death 
of his father-in-law, the late Chief Rabbi 
Kleinberg.

DR. HERZL SEES THE SULTAN. 


Negotiations for Settlement of the Jews 
in Palestine Resumed. 


Dr. Theodore Herzl, the leader of the 
Zionist movement, who recently gave evi- 
dence before the British Royal Commission 
on Alien Immigration, left Vienna on July 
24, accompanied by Mr. David Wolfsohn, 
Chairman of the Jewish Colonial Trust, 
Limited, for Constantinople, where they 
arrived and were receivéd by the authori- 
ties of the Sublime Porte on July 27. 

This is the second: time that Dr. Herzl 
has been received by the Sultan this year, 
and the third time since May, 1901, when 
the Sultan granted Dr. Herzl three pro- 
tracted interviews on the Zionist question. 


The outcome of the present interview is 
not yet known, says J. De Haas, Secretary 
of the Federation of American Zionists, at 
320 Broadway, but it-is understood to be a 
continuance of the negotiations which have 
been opened between the Zionists and the 
Sultan for a charter and concessions for 
the settlement of the Jews in Palestine. 


HOE EMPLOYES HELD. 


To Stand Trial for interfering with 
Funeral of Chief Rabbi Joseph— 
Two. Others Discharged. 


Emil Adams and George Church, em- 
ployes of R. Hoe & Co., were held for 
trial by Magistrate Barlow in the Essex 
Market Court, yesterday morning, for hav- 
ing maliciously interfered with the funeral 
of Chief Rabbi Joseph by throwing water 
on the mourners. Ex-Assistant District 
Attorney Lindsay appeared for the Hoe 
employes, the prasecution being represented 
by Assistant District Attorneys Studin and 
Krotel, while appearing for numerous He- 
brew complainants were Otto A. Rosenthal, 
Leonard A. Snitkin, A. A. Sarasohn, and 
others. Congressman Goldfogle was also 
in court to give advice if necessary. 

Joseph Caplan, a livery stable keeper, 
testified that he was driving a carriage in 
the procession when Adams turned a hose 
on the vehicle, drenching himself and the 
occupants.

Stillgenbauer and Henry Stockhusen, who 
were. arrested by Policeman Maher of the 
Delancey Street Station, who charged 
them with playing water on the crowd, 
were discharged. 

District Attorney Jerome, speaking of 
the complaints made to him by east side 
Hebrews in regard to the riot, said yester- 
day. that he doubted if matters would be 
in . sha for presentation to the Grand 
Jury, if such presentation is made, before 
next week.

COL. PARTRIDGE. VISITS 
TENDERLOIN POLICE 


Pays Unexpected -Call at West 
.Thirtieth Street Station. 


Addresses an Outgoing Platoon, In- 


spects the Building, and Decides 
that the Precinct Needs 
New Quarters. 


Unannounced and unexpected, Commis- 
sloner Partridge last evening paid a visit 
to the ‘West Thirtieth Street Station. He 
inspected the building, made a speech to 
the outgoing platoon at 6 o'clock, and 
caused a decided flutter among the police 
of the “‘ Tenderloin.’ His visit, he stated, 
was not connected with the running of the 
precinct, but to see for himself the condi- 
tion of the West Thirtieth Street Station, 
and whether a new station house was need- 
ed. Before he left he said he thought it 
was. 

Just before 5:30 o’clock when Doorman 
Drew pings the bell to notify the men go- 
ing out on duty that it is time to look sharp, 
the Commissioner walked into the station 
house. Sergt. Dillon, who was behind the 
desk, made haste to bid him welcome, and, 
in response to his inquiry, said that Capt. 
Sheehan would be “ along in a minute.” 

Commissioner Partridge talked to the Ser- 
geant for a few moments and then said he 
would make a tour of inspection through 
the building. The Sergeant offered to send 
some one with him, but the offer was de- 
clined. The Commissioner said he would go 
and see things for himself. 

He wandered about the house from top 
to bottom, visited the dormitorigg, in- 
spected the cells, and went down into the 
basement. After his visit he returned to 
the assembly room and greeted Capt. Shee- 
han, who had arrived in the interval. The 
two men were talking when Roundsman 
Dauer called out for ‘the platoon to fall in. 
Then, at the invitation of Capt. Sheehan, 
Commissioner Partridge took a seat be- 
hind the desk. 

While the men were being marched out 
on the floor, the Commissioner sat up- 
right watching them. When they began to 
execute their drill, he leaned forward and 
spoke no word until it was over and the 
men were halted in a double line in front 
of the desk. 

Then, in addressing the men, he said that 
he was pleased to note their looks and fine 
bearing. 

‘‘T called to see,’ he said, ‘‘ what is to be 
done to give you a new station house, and 
more comfortable quarters. I see from my 
inspection that a new station is much 
needed.” 

After leaving the station, Commissioner 
Partridge said: ‘‘ There is certainly a need 
for a new station house in the precinct. I 
am going before the Board of Estimate as 
soon as possible and get the necessary 
money. The police have outgrown their 
present home. The municipality owns the 
property at No. 135, which is next door and 
east of the present station house, and the 
two lots ser make a fine site for a new 


building. ere could then be built an 
annex tor the stables and patrol wagon. 

“TI find the 200 policetnmen are crowded 
into a narfow space at present, and the 
sanitation of the present house is not of 
the best. The thing that puzzles me is 
where the men will be quartered while the 
new station house is being built. That 
problem, however, will be solved.’ 

In thelatter connection, it is said that the 
Commissioner has in mind the securing of 
the State Arsenal at Thirty-fifth Street and 
Seventh Avenue for temporary quarters for 
the police. He said nothing on the subject. 


AGE RETIREMENTS CONTINUE. 


Partridge Makes It Police Cap- 
tain’s Duty to Visit Precinct at 
Uncertain Hours, 


Col. 


Transfers and retirements among the po- 
lice force continue to be made by Commis- 
sioner Partridge. Several were announced 
yesterday, and it was reported about Police 
Headquarters that by Dec. 1 next there will 
be very few in active service in the depart- 
ment who are sixty years old. It is said 
to be the purpose of the Commissioner to 
replace veterans by younger men. 

More than one hundred members of the 
force, it was said, are likely to be affected 
by the Commissioner's determination ‘to re- 
tire those who have reached the age limit 
of sixty years. Among those who will, it 
is said, be affected are Capt. Vredenburgh, 
lately transferred to Brooklyn; Capt. Will- 
iam Schultz, Can}. Allaire, Capt. Michael 
Gorman, and Capt. Creeden. Capts. Vreden- 
burgh, Gorman, Allaire, and Creéden are 
veterans. It is likely, however, that Capts. 
Vredenburgh and Allaire will apply for re- 
tirement shortly. The latter's health, it is 
said, is very poor. 

When Col. Partridge was asked in refer- 
ence to the report of the contemplated re- 
tirements, he replied that by the first of 
the year there would not be so many men in 
fhe department who are sixty years old as 
there are to-day. 

Col. Partridge confirmed the report that 
Sergt. John McNamara of the Union Mar- 
‘ket Station had been transferred to the 
Jefferson Market squad, to replace Sergt. 
Cottrell, who has been promoted to a Cap- 


taincy, and that Roundsman James Mc- 
Donald had been transferred from Inspector 
Grant's staff in the Bronx to the Seventh 
Inspection District 

Tne following bers of the force have 
applied for retirément on doctor's certifi- 
cates: Sergt. Hefhry Woods of the Charles 
Street Station, who has been in poor health 
for some time; Doorman Cunningham, and 
Patrolmen Leonard, Vail, Harper, And 
Gibson. 

The Commissioner amended Paragraph 
A, Rule 5, of the police rules, which relates 
to the duty of Police Captains, by inserting 
the following: 

“That the Captain shall frequently visit 
portions of his precinct at uncertain hours 
of the day and night.” 


MR. JEROME RELEASES POLICE. 


Replies to Col. Partridge that He Can 
Dispense with Mgst Specially De- 
talled Poligemen. 


District Attorney Jerome sent a letter to 
Commissioner Partridge yesterday, in 
which he said, in reply to the Commission- 
er, that he could do without all the police- 
men specially detailed to cases in prepara- 
tion for -trial} except Walsh, who had 
proved himself valuable in the cases of 
McCoy, who was shot in a poolroom raid 
by County Detective McLellan, and Lena 
Schmidt. 

Commissioner Partridge, when 
about the correspondence, said: 

“You know that it is my idea to get as 
many men as possible on patrol. Whenever 


there are details that can be done away 
with I will put the men on the sidewalk.

‘Lieutenant Governor Says He 
Won’t Be Candidate This Fall. 


His Greatest Ambition Is to be United 
States Senator — Denies Stories 
from Europe About Him. 


Lieut, Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff arrived 
yesterday on the Kaiser. Wilhelm der 
Grosse from a vacation trip in France and 
Southern Europe, and announced that he 
would not be a candidate on the Guberna- 
torial ticket this Fall. He was not through 
with politics, he said, but for one campaign 
he would be a ‘standard bearer in the 
ranks."’ 

Congressman Bristow of Brooklyn and 
Naval Officer Sharkey met the Lieutenant 
Governor down the bay. They declined 
to state the object of their trip, except that 
they wanted to greet Mr. Woodruff. 

When the big steamer docked the Lieu- 
tenant. Governor was kept busy handshak- 
ing and talking about his trip and politics. 

“Every one of my friends knows that I 
did not want to accept the third nomination 
for Lieutenant Governor of New Yok,” 
said he. ‘‘I did not want the third nomi- 
nation, and I surely don’t want the fourth.” 

“Will you recommend some Brooklyn 
man for the place on the ticket?’’ he was 
asked. 

“*T certainly-will,”’ was the reply; “‘ but I 
cannot talk about that now.” 

When asked about the troubles 
Republican ranks in Brooklyn Mr. 
ruft sald: 

‘“*I have heard the stories that Charles 
A. Schieren is opposing my renomination, 
and that there is’ ill-feeling among the 
Republicans tn Kings County.

LEGAL NOTES. 


LIQUIDATED DAMAGES.—A contract be- 
tween Bartholomew Dunn and Maximilian 
Morgenthau, by which the former was to 
remove rocks and earth from a number of 
lots owned by the latter, provided that the 
work was to be completed by a specified 
date, but that if it was finished prior 
thereto Morgenthau was to pay Dunn $50 
for each week-day from the day the work 
ended to the specified date, and that if the 


work was not finished until after the 
s ified date, a like penalty was to go to 
Mor enthau, “ said sum being agreed upon 
as liquidated damages for any such delay.” 
In an action by Dunn against Morgenthau 
to recover an alleged balance due under the 
cantract, the Appellate Division, in modi- 
fying a judgment for the plaintiff, states 
the rule in regard to liquidated damagés 
as follows: ‘‘ Where it is ascertainable 
from the terms of a contract, construed in 
the light: of the surrounding circumstances 
under which it was made, that a sum of 
money was agreed upon by the parties as 
the measure of damages which would be 
sustained in the event of its non-per- 
formance, and the sum thus agreed upon 
is not so excessive as to shock the moral 
sense, courts will hold the parties to their 
agreement.” Justice Patterson, for the 
court, said in part: ‘‘ Liquidated dam- 
ages’ is, in one sense, a mere phrase, but 
in another it has a very substantial mean- 
ing. When apmages that may arise but 
are incapable of legal proof are agreed 
upon, the parties themselves come into ac- 
cord as to compensation to be paid for a 
breach. Of. course, if nogdamage is sus- 
tained, the provision of contract for 
liquidated damages will be regarded as a 
penalty. That damage or injury must re- 
sult from the breach’ is a necessary factor 
in the problem. In the case before us it is 
evident that time was of the essence of 
the contract. The testimony is very direct 
to the effect that if the rock had been re- 
moved from the defendant's ety neh in 
accordance with the terms of the contract, 
that property would have been marketable 
and might have been sold to the great 
profit of the defendant. By reason of the 
neglect or delay of the plaintiff in complet- 
ing the work of removing the rock the de- 
fendant lost his market, at least that is the 
fair inference from the whole testimony. 
That time was an impomtant factor is plain, 
and the plaintiff knew it.”

sOnable doubt.’’ In conclusion, Justice
